1 The Court shall, on a date to be fixed 
by the Vice-Chancellor meet once a year at 
a meeting to be called the Annual Meeting of 
the Court 

2 At the Annual Meeting of the Court the 
Treasuier shall present the budget for the ensuinq 
financial year and representatives of the Court 
shall be elected to such Councils Committees and 
Boards as include representatives of the Court 

3 If both the Chancellor and the Vice- 
Chancellor are absent from any meeting the 
members present shall elect a Chairman for the 
meeting 

4 The Vice-Chancellor may, whenever he 
thinks fit, and shall upon a requisition in writing 
signed by not less than thirty members of the 
Court convene a special meeting of the Court 

5 At meetings convened on requisition by 
members, business other than that in respect of 
which the requisition was made may be 
transacted 

6 Notice in writing of an Annual Meeting 
of the Court shall be despatched to all members 
of the Court not later than the 21st day before 
the meeting Along with the notice shall be 
circulated new Ordinances and amendments to 
existing Ordinances for the consideration of the 
Court Notice of a special meeting shall be 
despatched to all members in writing not later 
than the twelfth day before the meeting 
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7 An aqenda paper tor each meeting ot the 
Couit shall be despatched to members not later 
than the 15th day before the meeting 

8 In addition to the business on the agenda 
paper no business shall be transacted at a 
meeting unless with the consent of the Chairman 
of the meeting and unless permission is given to 
introduce it by the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present 

9 Notice of a motion oi resolution to be 
moved at the Annual Meeting of the Court must 
be in the hands of the Registrai not less than ten 
days before the ineetinq 

Notice of a motion for cancellation of an 
Ordinance or of an amendment to a motion or 
resolution of which notice has been given must 
be in the hands of the Registrar at least three 
days before the Annual Meeting of the Couit 
at which the motion oi re c olution is to be moved 

Notice of a motion or resolut on to be moved 
at a special meeting of the Court must be in the 
hands of the Registrar not less than seven days 
before the meeting Notice of an amendment to 
a motion or resolution of which notice has been 
given must be in the hands of the Reqistrar at 
least two days before the special meeting of the 
Court at which the motion or resolution is to be 
moved 

Provided that all questions as to whether 
proper notice of a motion or of an amendment 
has been given shall be decided by the Chairman 
of the meeting whose decision shall be final and 
that the Chairman may in his discretion relax 
such regulations in cases where members have 
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been debarred by distance or any other reason 
which the Chairman shall regaid as adequate 
from giving the full notice required by the 
regulations 

10 No motion or resolution of which due 


notice has 

not been given may be moved at a 

meeting of the Court except — 

(i) 

To adjourn the debate 

(2) 

To adjourn the meeting * 

(3) 

To dissolve the meeting * 

(4) 

To change the order of business 

(5) 

To refer any matter to any authority 
of the University , 

(6) 

To pass to the next item of business * 

(7) 

To appoint a Committee

To resolve the meeting into a 
Committee *

That the question be now put 


There shall be no speeches in moving motions 
under headings (1) (2) (6) and (9) 

Motions under headings (3) (4) (8,) and ( 9 ) 
above shall only be moved with the previous 
consent of the Chairman 

1 1 No amendment of which due notice has 
not been given shall be moved to a motion 
or resolution before a meeting of the Court 
unless — 

( 1 ) the Chairman lules it to be in order as 

arising out of the debate and 

(2) permission to move the amendment is 

given by a majority of the members 
present 

12* Twenty-five members of the Court shall 
form a quorum 
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13 The Chairman at a meeting of the Court 
shall have a vote and a casting vote 

14 If a quorum is not present fifteen minutes 
after the time advertised for a meeting of the 
Court there shall be no meeting If in the course 
of a meeting any member calls attention to the 
fact that a quorum is no longer present, a bell 
shall be rung and if within two minutes of the 
rinqinq of the bell a quorum is not present, the 
meeting shall dissolve 

ULLth OF DFB\TL 

15 Every motion shall be affirmative in 
form and shall begin with the word that 

16 Every motion at a meeting must be 
seconded , otherwise it shall drop The seconder 
of a motion may reserve his speech with the 
permission of the Chairman 

17 When a motion has been seconded it 
shall be stated from the chan unless it be ruled 
out of order 

18 When the motion has been thus stated, 
it may be discussed as a question to be resolved 
either in the affirmative or in the negative or as 
proposed to be varied by way of amendment 
When no member rises to speak to the motion, 
the Chairman shall proceed to put the question to 
the vote in the manner hereinafter mentioned 

19 Not more than one motion and one 
amendment thereto shall be placed before the 
meeting at the same time 

20 A motion once disposed of shall not be 
again brought forward at the same meeting, or at 
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any adjournment thereof A motion substantially 
identical in part with one already disposed of may 
be brouqht forward with the omission of such 
part 

21 Any proposal before the meeting may be 
amended (a) by leaving out a word or words , 
(b) by leaving out a word or words in order to 
add or insert some other word or words , (c) by 
adding or inserting a word or words 

When the amendment is of the first kind the 
form in which it will be proposed and handed to 
the chair will be 4 That the words [mentioning 
them] be left out of the question 

When the amendment is of the second kind 
the form will be That the words [mentioning 
them] be left out of the question in ordei to add 
(or msert) the words [mentioning them] 

When the amendment is of the third kind the 
form will be That the words [mentioning 
them] be added (or inserted) 

22 No amendment shall be pioposcd which 
would in effect constitute a direct negative to the 
original motion 

23 Every amendment must be relevant to 
the motion upon which it is moved 

24 No amendment shall be proposed which 
substantially raises a question already disposed 
of by the meeting, or which is inconsistent with 
any resolution already passed by it 

25 An amendment, the substance of which 
has been disposed of in part may be modified by 
its proposer so as to retain only the part not so 
disposed of 
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26 The order in which amendments of 
which previous notice has been given, are to be 
brought forward shall be determined by the 
Chairman 

27 An amendment must be seconded in the 
same way as a motion , otherwise it shall drop 
A seconder of an amendment may reserve his 
speech with the permission of the Chairman 

28 When an amendment has been moved 
and seconded it shall unless ruled out of order, 
be stated from the Chair 

29 When the Chairman has ascertained 
that no other member entitled to address the 
meeting desires to speak the mover of the 
original resolution may reply upon the whole 
debate But the mover of an amendment or of 
a motion for dissolution or adjournment has no 
right of reply 

30 No membei shall speak to the question 
after the mover has entered on his reply 

31 When the debate is concluded, the 
Chairman shall after summing up, if he so 
desires put the question to the vote thus 

If there is no amendment, the Chairman shall 
state the motion and take the vote of the 
meeting 

If there is an amendment, the Chairman shall 
state the motion and the amendment and take 
the vote of the meeting 

The votes of the members present in the 
meeting shall then be taken on the amendment 
by a show of hands 

32 If an amendment is neqatived, the 
r\r*i r\ 1 11 1 irmtinn shall he aaain stated from the 
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chair and subject to the foregoing regulations, 
any other amendment which is in order may then 
be proposed thereto 

33 If an amendment is carried the motion, 
as amended, shall be stated from the chair and 
may then be debated as a substantive question, 
to which the further amendments to the original 
motion which are in order and so far as they 
shall be applicable may be proposed subject to 
the foregoing regulations and such further 
amendments shall be disposed of in the same 
manner as the original amendment When all 
the amendments have been thus dealt with the 
Chairman shall take the vote of the meeting on 
the motion as amended as the substantive 
resolution 

34 A motion That this meeting be now 
dissolved or That this meeting be now 
adjourned to (some specified date and hour) 
may be moved at any time as a dist net quest on 
but not as an amendment nor so as to interrupt 
a speech If a mot-on for dissolution is earned 
the business before the meeting shall drop If a 
motion for adjournment is carried the meeting 
shall be adjourned, and the business shall be 
resumed at the adjourned meeting 

35 A motion "That the debate be now ad- 
journed to (some specified date and hour) may 
be moved in the like manner and if it be carried, 
shall have the effect of postponing the debate on 
the question under consideration till the date and 
hour specified and the other items on the agenda 
paper shall be proceeded with If the motion be 
negatived the debate shall be resumed 
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36 No amendment shall be moved to a 
motion under either of the two last preceding 
regulations except one for substituting a diffe- 
rent date and hour for that to which it is propos- 
ed to adjourn the meeting or debate or a motion 
under Regulation 39 below 

37 A meeting or a debate renewed or conti- 
nued after an adjournment is to be deemed one 
with that precedmq the adjournment 

38 A motion '‘That the meeting pass to 
the next item of business or That the question 
be now put may be made at any time in like 
manner and subject to the same rules as one for 
adjournment When a motion of the former 
description is carried the motion under 
consideration and amendments thereon, if 
any shall drop 

39 No motion that the meeting be dissolved 
or that the meeting be adjourned or that the 
debate be adjourned or that the quest on be now 
put or that the meetinq pass to the next business 
shall, except by leave of the meeting be moved 
or seconded by any member who has spoken to 
the motion or amendment then before the meet- 
ing, or who during the discussion of such motion 
or amendment has already made one of the 
aforesaid motions Any such motion shall take 
precedence of any question that may be before 
the meeting and if not withdrawn must be 
disposed of before such question 

40 When a motion of the class contemplat- 
ed in the last preceding regulation has been 
brought forward and negatived, no other motion 
of that class shall be brought forward until after 
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the lapse of what the Chairman shall deem a 
reasonable time , nor shall a debate be allowed 
on such second or subsequent motion except with 
the permission of the Chairman 

41 The member who first rises to speak at 
the conclusion of a speech has the right to be 
heard When two or more members rise to 
speak at the same time the Chairman shall decide 
who shall speak first 

42 Except as hereinafter provided a 
member who has spoken to a motion or amend- 
ment is not at liberty to speak again to such 
motion or amendment 

43 In so far as the question raised by an 
amendment is one on which he has not yet 
spoken any member may speak to that question 
though he has spoken to the original question or 
a previous amendment 

44 No member except with the permission 
of the Chairman and of the meeting shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes when proposing a 
motion or amendment, or for more than ten 
minutes when seconding or speaking to a motion 
or amendment, or when replying In all cases 
further permiss'on from the Court shall be 
required at intervals of ten minutes for the conti- 
nuation of a speech 

45 It shall be open to the Court under 
special circumstances and by a special vote to 
reduce the time-limits specified in Regulation 44 

46 The Chairman may at any stage in the 
proceedings, at his own discretion or at the 
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request of a member explain the scope and effect 
of the motion or amendment which is before the 
meeting He may also at the conclusion of a 
debate sum up the debate if he so desires 

47 Proposals relating to the conferring of 
honorary degrees votes of thanks, messages of 
congratulation or condolence, addresses, and 
other matters of a like nature may be moved 
from the chair 

48 If the Chairman desires to take an active 
part in a debate, he shall vacate the chair until 
the vote on that debate shall have been taken 
During such t»me the chair shall be taken by a 
member present nominated by the Chairman who 
has not already taken part in the debate and who 
waives his right to do so The acting Chairman 
shall during the debate in question, exerase all 
the rights of the Chairman 

49 Any member may with the permiss on 
of the Chairman rise even while another is 
speaking to explain any expression used by 
himself which may have been misunderstood by 
the speaker but he shall confine himself strictly 
to such explanation 

50 Any member may call the Chairman's 
attention to a point of order even while another 
member is addressing the meeting but no speech 
shall be made on such point of order 

51 The Chairman shall be the sole judge on 
any point of order and may call any member to 
order, and may, if necessary, dissolve the 
meeting, or adjourn it to some hour on the same 
or the following day 
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52 A member shall not be obliged to move 
a motion or amendment standing in his name but 
any other member may before the meeting passes 
on to the next business move the same motion or 
amendment in his place 

A motion or amendment may by leave of the 
Chairman and the majority of the Court be with- 
drawn at any time 

53 Any motion or amendment standing in 
the name of a member who is absent from a 
meeting may be brought forward by any other 
member 

54 On putting any question to the vote the 
Chairman shall call for an indication of the 
opinion of the Court by a show of hands in the 
affirmative and neqative and shall declare the 
result thereof according to his opinion 

Any six members may then demand a division 
except on a mot on of the kind contemplated in 
Regulations 35 38 and 39 The Chairman shall 
thereupon give such direct’ons for effecting the 
division as he shall consider expedient and shall 
nominate scrutineers to count the votes The 
names of the members who vote for or against the 
motion or decline to vote, shall be recorded 

55 If no division is demanded any member 
shall have the right to dissent and to have the 
fact of his dissent recorded provided such dissent 
be announced as soon as the Chairman shall have 
declared the result of the voting 

56 The Court may when it thinks fit, 
appoint a commitee consisting of any number of 
its members or it may, with the consent of the 
Chairman resolve itself into a committee for the 
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consideration of business duly brought before it 

57 A motion for the appointment of a com- 
mittee on a subject under debate or for the resolu- 
tion of the meeting into a committee may be 
made by any member at any time and without 
the notice required by Regulation 9 

58 A motion for the appointment of a com- 
mittee must define the purpose for which the com- 
mittee is to serve and the number of members to 
compose it Amendments for enlarging or restrict- 
ing the operations of a committee or for enlarging 
or restricting the number may be made without 
previous notice If the motion is carried, the 
member moving shall name the persons whom he 
wishes to form the committee Amendments may 
be made proposing other names A ballot shall 
then be taken if necessaiy and the lequisite 
number appointed from these who obtain the 
largest number of votes 

59 The quorum for a committee of the who’e 
Court shall be the same as that provided for the 
meetings of the Court , the quorum foi a committee 
appointed by the Court shall be deteimmed at the 
time of appointment and shall be not less than a 
majority of the members appointed 

60 The Chairman of a committee of the 
whole Court shall be the same as for a meeting of 
the Court , the Chairman of a committe appoint- 
ed by the Court shall be appointed by the Court 
at the time of the appointment of the committee 

In committee the proceedings shall be governed 
by the regulations framed for debate which, 
however, may be relaxed at the discietion of the 
Chairman 
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61 The resolutions by the Court passed in 
committee shall be embodied in a report prepared 
by the Registrar and signed by the Chairman 
but shall not become final until they have 
been confirmed by the Couit at a subsequent 
meeting 

62 The resolutions of a committee appointed 
by the Court shall be embodied in a report 
prepared by the.Registrai or by a member of the 
committee which report shall be laid before the 
committee for adoption or amendment The 1 
report duly signed by the members of the 
committee with notes of dissent if any shall be 
presented to the Court at its next meeting subject 
to the provisions of Regulation 9 respecting notice 

63 In all cases of election other than those 
specifically piovided for the candidates shall be 
proposed and seconded If no more candidates 
are nominated than there are vacancies to be filled 
the Chairman shall declare those candidates to 
be elected If the number of candidates exceeds 
the number of vacancies a decision shall be 
obtained by proportionate voting the voters 
stating on the ballot paper the names of the 
candidates they desire to vote for in order at 
preference 

64 Any member of the Court intending to 
protest against a resolution of the Court shall 
give notice of his intention to the Registrar within 
a week from the date of the issue of the minutes 
of the meeting at which the resolution was passed, 
and within one week thereafter lodge his protest 
with the Registrar The Registrar shall thereupon 
forward the protest to the Chairman of the meeting 
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and request him to nominate three members to 
form a committee to prepare a memorandum in 
support of the resolution, and the committee so 
nominated shall frame the memorandum accord- 
ingly The Registrar shall then cause the protest 
and the memorandum to be printed and circulated 
to each member of the Court , they shall also be 
laid on the table at the next meeting of the Court, 
and recorded in the minutes thereof 

If the protest relates to a matter the final 
decision of which rests with the Chancellor or with 
the Governor-General in Council, the Registrar 
shall further submit the protest and the memo- 
randum together with a copy of the Resolution, 
to the Chancellor or to the Governor-General in 
Council as the case may be for his consideration 
and orders 

If a protest has been lodged with the Registrar 
with leference to a resolution which lequires the 
confirmation of the Chancellor or of the Governor- 
General in Council the resolution shall not be sent 
up for confirmation except with the protest and 
the memorandum 

65 No matter which has been decided by the 
Court shall, within a period of twelve months, be 
reconsidered except at a special meeting of the 
Court convened for the purpose upon the requr 
sition of thirty members and unless three-fourths 
of the members present at such meeting vote in 
favour of a reconsideration 

66 Within fourteen days after a meeting of 
the Court a draft of the minutes of such meeting 
shall be submitted by the Registrar to the 
Chairman and attested by him The minutes shall 
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then be printed and circulated to all members of 
the Court, and such of them as were present shall 
within a fortnight of the issue of the minutes, 
communicate to the Registrar any exceptions they 
may take to the correctness thereof The mmutes 
and the exceptions taken, if any, shall be laid 
before the next meeting of the Court and the 
minutes in their final form shall then be confirmed 
Once every twelve months or at such other 
intervals as the Court shall direct, the Executive 
Council shall cause the minutes of the meetings of 
the Court to be printed and a copy thereof to be 
forwarded to each member 

67 In any case not provided for by these 
Regulations the Cha»rman shall give a ruling as 
to procedure on the principles already la»d down 

68 Representat ves of the Press and visitors 
may be admitted to meetngs of the Court provi- 
ded they have obtamed the perrmss on of the 
Registrar 

69 Members of the Couit may ask questions 
at meetings of the Court on matters of public 
interest relating to the affairs of the University 
provided that no discussion shall be permitted in 
regard to such questions or the answers thereto 

70 The procedure m regard to the admissibi- 
lity and method of putting questions by members 
of the Court at meetings of the Court shall be 
determined as follows 

( 1 ) In order that a question may be ad- 
missible it must satisfy the following 
conditions 

(l) it must not bring in any name or state- 
ment not strictly necessary to make 
the questions intelligible , 
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(n) if it contains a statement the member 
asking it must make himself responsible 
for the accuracy of the statement , 

(in) it must not contain arguments inferen- 
ces ironical expressions or defamatory 
statements , 

(iv) it must not ask for an expression of 
opinion or the solution of a hypothetical 
proposition , 

(v) it must not be asked as to the character or 

conduct of any person except = n his 
official or public capacity and 

(vi) it must not be of excessive length 

(2) The Vice-Chancellor shall decide on the 
admissibility of any question and shall disallow 
any question when in his opinion it is an abuse of 
the right of questioning or is in contravention 
of the provisions of sub-section ( 1 ) al ove or when 
in his opinion it is not in the interest of the Uni- 
versity that it shall be answered 

(3) The answers to questions shall be in 
writing and shall be laid on the table at the 
meeting At the meeting of the Court at which 
a question is put any member may put a supple- 
mentary question orally for the purpose of further 
elucidating any matter of fact regarding which en 
answer has been given provided that the Chair- 
man of the meeting shall disallow any such 
supplementary question if in his opinion it does 
not comply with sub-section ( 1 ) above and that 
the Chairman may either ( 1 ) give a verba 1 answer 
to such question which shall be recorded in the 
minutes or (2) may require that written notice 
shall be given of such questions, in which case 
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it shall be treated as an ordinary and not a 
supplementary question 

(4 ) Written notice of all questions other than 
supplementary questions must be sent to the 
Registrar so as to reach him not later than 
ten days before the meeting of the Court at which 
an answer is desired Such notices of questions 
may be forwarded to the Registrar at any time 

(5) A member of the Court shall not be en- 
titled to put more than five questions, other than 
supplementary questions, during any one academic 
year (from July to June 30) 


CHAPTER II 

KM ('IT')N OK MMIBKKs OK ’1HK OoT B V BY 
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1 Once every year not earlier than August 
and on such date as may be appointed by the 
Vice-Chancellor, there shall be an election of 
members of the Court by the registered graduates 
of the University to fill up such vacancies as 
have occurred or are about to occur among the 
members elected by those graduates 

2 Only persons whose names are on the 
register of registered graduates of the current 
University session on the 7th of July shall be 
entitled to take part in the election 

3 Intimation of the date fixed for the election 
shall be sent to qualified registered graduates 
by the 12th of July together with a list of such 
graduates and a nomination paper, 

e 
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4 Any Muhammadan or Non-Muhammadan 
registered graduate may nominate for member- 
ship of the Court such number of Muhammadan 
or Non-Muhammadan registered graduates 
respectively as there may be vacancies The 
nominations shall be made in a form * prescribed 
by the Executi/e Council, which must reach the 
Registrar not later than 5PM (local time) on 
the 21st day before the date fixed for the 
election 

5 Any registered gruaduate intending to 
stand as a candidate for election shall withm the 
time fixed for sending nominations, intimate to the 
Registrar his willingness to do so in a form * pres- 
cribed by the Executive Council Any nomination 
of a candidate who has not signified his willing- 
ness to stand for election in the aforesaid manner 
shall be rejected 

6 The voting shall be by means of voting 
papers signed and attested as hereinafter provi- 
ded The Registrar shall issue the voting paper 
together with a statement of the names and quali- 
fications of the nominees to qualified registered 
graduates not less than 15 days before the date 
fixed for the election 

7 The voting papers shall be issued by the 
Registrar in a form prescribed by the Executive 
Council and each graduate shall mark on it the 
names of the candidates for whom he votes and 
sign his own name at the place assigned for his 
signature His signature must be attested by 
a member of the Court or any Gazetted Officer 
or a President of a Union Board The Vice- 
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Chancellor shall appoint not less than three 
scrutineers Votmq papers shall not be open to 
inspection except by the scrutineeis the Vice- 
Chancellor and the Registrar 

8 Every graduate shall have one vote for 
each vacancy but he shall not have the right to 
record more than one vote in favour of one 
candidate He may if he so chooses withhold 
one or more of his votes 

9 If at any election two or more candidates 
secure the same number of votes for a single vacant 
place the choice between such candidates shall be 
determined by lot 

10 If any candidate for election is proved to 
have secured a vote by improper means or if any 
corrupt practice in respect of his election is proved, 
his name shall forthwith be removed from the list 
of candidates and he shall not be eligible for elec- 
tion in that year or if he has already been elected, 
the Vice-Chancellor shall cancel his election and 
order a fresh election 

1 1 When a candidate has been elected, any 
registered graduate may challenge the election on 
the ground stated in section 1 0 above or on any 
other ground Written objections against the 
election must be filed with the Registrai within 
thirty days of the election 

12 On receipt of any objection under Ordi- 
nance^flrabove the Vice-Chancellor shall forthwith 
nominate a Board consisting of two members of 
the Court and two members of the Executive 
Council, with himself as President, to enquire into 
the allegations, and the decision of the Beard shall 
be final 
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13 The following actions, among others, shall 
be considered to amount to corrupt practice on the 
part of a candidate or his agent - 

(a) Paying the registration fee payable by 
the voter , 

(b) Tampering with or handling the voting 
paper of the voter 

14 Voting papers must be sent by the voters 
to the Registrar in a sealed cover sealed with a 
distinctive seal unless they are signed in the 
presence of the Registrar in which case they may 
be delivered to him unsealed 


CHAPTER III 

Elmwiok of Lecturers as Members of the 
court m the Teachers of the University 

1 There shall be held on dates to be ap- 
pointed by the Vice-Chancellor elections to fill 
vacancies among the members of the Court elected 
by the teachers of the University 

NOIE - — The turn ‘liachcis means all membus of Hit 
tc iclum^ staff of the Uimeisit} 

2 Intimation of the date fixed for an election 
shall be sent to all teachers by the Registrar at 
least fifteen clear days befoie such date 

3 Any teacher may propose the name of any 
lecturer for election as a member of the Court by 
sending to the Registrar at least ten clear days 
before the date fixed for election the name of the 
candidate proposed and a brief statement of his 
qualifications The Registrar shall cause a list of 
the nominees together with the statement of 



the qualifications to be circulated among the 
teachers of the University not less than four 
clear days before the election 

4 If the number of nominees does not 
exceed the number of vacant places the nominees 
shall be deemed to be elected to the vacant places 

5 The election shall be by means of ballot- 
ing papers and shall take place at a meeting of 
teachers presided over by the Vice-Chancellor or 
m his absence by a deputy nominated by him in 
this behalf The balloting papers shall be count- 
ed by two scrutineers appointed by the Vice- 
Chancellor or his deputy 

6 Every teacher shall have one vote for 
each vacancy but he shall not have the right to 
recoid more than one vote in favour of one candi- 
date He may if he so chooses withhold one 
or moie of his votes 

7 No candidate shall be deemed to be elect- 
ed unless he obtains an absolute majority of the 
votes of the persons present and voting If an 
absolute majority of such votes is not obtained 
by any candidate who would otherwise be elected, 
there shall be a fresh election after eliminating 
the names of — 

(a) those candidates who having obtained 
an absolute majority of the votes have been 
elected , 

(b) those who have obtained no votes , and 

(c) the candidate who has obtained the 
smallest number of votes recorded 

Provided that if the number of candidates 
remaining after the elimination provided for under

issued not less than 40 days before the date fixed 
by the Vice-Chancellor foi the counting of votes, 
and shall call upon the members of the Ccint

2 Any Muhammadan member of the Court 
may propose the name of any other Muhamma-

4 If the number of cand dates who are duly 
nominated exceeds the number of vacancies the 
Registrar shall send by registered post to each 
elector a ballot paper not less than 15 days 
before the date fixed for the counting of votes 
end shall enter on the counterfoil of each ballot 
paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot 
paper is sent The Dallot paper shall be sent to 
the last known address of the elector as registered 
in the office of the Registrar 

5 An elector shall obtain the attestation 
of his signature but not of his vote by a member 
of the Court or of the Executive-Council or by

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of candidates proposed shall not exceed the 
number of vacancies in the particular 
constituency 

3 If the number of cand'dates, duly 
nominated, is equal to the number of vacancies, 
such candidate or candidates shall be declared 
to be duly elected, 

4. If the number of cand dates who are duly 
nominated exceeds the number of vacancies, the 
Registrar shall send by registered post to each 
elector a ballot paper not less than 15 days 
before the date fixed for the counting of votes 
end shall enter on the counterfoil of each ballot 
paper the name of the elector to whom the ballot 
paper is sent The ballot paper shall be sent to 
the last known address of the elector as registered 
m the office of the Registrar 

5 An elector shall obtain the attestation 
of his signature but not of his vote, by a member 
of the Court or of the Executive-Council, or by 
a Magistrate or a Judicial Officer 

6, Any elector may send his ballot paper 
to the Registrar after recording his vote thereon 
in accordance with the instructions on the ballot 
paper , provided that ballot papers which are 
not received by the Registrar before 5 pm, on 
the day preceding the date fixed for the counting 
of votes shall be rejected 

7 Any ballot paper which is not duly 
marked or on which more than one mark is 
placed against any candidate's name, or on 
which votes are given for more candidates than 
there are members to be elected, or on which 
a mark is placed in such a manner as to make it 
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doubtful to which candidate it has been given, 
or on which the signature of the elector is not 
duly attested, shall be invalid 

8 The Registrar shall appoint a time and 
place for the counting of votes and shall give 
notice thereof in writing to the candidates 

9 On the day appointed the Registrar shall 

(a) after scrutiny separate, or cause to 
be separated, the ballot papers which 
he deems valid from those which he 
rejects, endorsing on the latter the 
word 'rejected” and the ground of 
rejection , and 

( b ) count, or cause to be counted, the 
votes given to each candidate, and 
declare the candidate or candidates 
with the largest number of valid votes 
to be elected 

10 Where an equality of votes is found to 
exist between contesting candidates and the 
addition of one vote will entitle any of them to 
be declared elected, the determination of tbe 
person or persons to whom such one additional 
vote shall be deemed to have been given shall 
be made by lot to be drawn in the presence of 
the Vice-Chancellor and in such manner as he 
may determine 

1 1 Any allegation of improper conduct on 
the part of a candidate must be made immediately 
at the close of the scrutiny and attested m 
writing by an opposing candidate The Registrar 
shall refer the dispute to the Vice-Chancellor 
who shall forthwith nominate a Board of enquiry 
consisting of himself as Chairman and fwo 
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members of the Executive Council, and the 
decision of the Board shall be final The Board 
may confirm the election or set it aside, and may 
declare any candidate ineligible for the vacancy 
in question at any fresh election that may be 
directe d 


CHAPTER V 

The Executive Council 

1 The Executive Council shall meet ordi- 
narily once a fortnight while the University 
is in session 

2 If at any meeting the Vice-Chancellor is 
absent, the Council shall elect a Chairman for the 
meeting 

3 Six members shall form a quorum, 

4 The Vice-Chancellor may at any time and 
shall within ten days on requisition being made to 
him in writing signed by not less than six members 
of the Council convene an extraordinary meeting 
of the Council, provided that the Vice-Chancellor 
shall not be required to convene such extraordi- 
nary meeting during vacations prescribed by the 
Ordinances or authorised by the Executive Council. 

5. Three days’ notice shall be given of extra- 
ordinary meetings of the Council, except when the 
nature of the business to be brought before the 
Council in the opinion of the Vice-Chancellor 
necessitates an immediate meeting When in the 
Opinion of the Vice-Chancellor an immediate 
meeting is necessary, every member of the Council 
resident in Dacca shall receive a notice of the 
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meeting m time to enable him to attend the 
meeting and no business that is not of immediate 
urgency shall be transacted at the meeting 

6 At the meetings of the Executive Council 
the Chairman shall have a vote and a casting vote 

7 No question which has once been decided 
shall be brought up for reconsideration within a 
period of six months unless it is introduced with 
due notice by the Vice-Chancellor and agreed to 
by all the members present at the meeting in which 
it is introduced or a requisition for re-discussion 
signed by a majority of the members of the 
Council is received by the Vice-Chancellor, 


CHAPTER VI 

r i he Academic Council 

1 The Vice-Chancellor shall convene a 
meeOng of the Academic Council at any time on 
his own initiative or on receipt of a requisition 
signed by not less than eight members of the 
Council 

2 Not less than two days’ notice shall ordi* 
nanly be given of the time and place of meeting, 

3 Seven members shall form a quorum 

4, In the absence of the Vice-Chancellor the 
meeting shall elect a Provost or the Dean of one 
of the Faculties to preside at the meeting 

5, At all the meetings of the Council the 
Chairman shall have a vote and a casting vote* 
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CHAPTER VII 

The Faculties? 

1 The Dean may convene a meeting of the 
Faculty at any time on his own initiative and 
shall convene such meeting on receipt of a 
requisition signed by not less than six members 
of the Faculty, 

2 Not less than two days’ notice shall 
ordinarily be given of the time and place of 
meeting In the Faculty of Aits one third of 
the members shall form a quorum and in the 
other Faculties five members shall form a quorum 

3, In the absence of the Dean the meeting 
shall elect the Head of a Department to preside 
in the case of the Faculties of Arts and Science 
In the case of the Faculty of Law the meeting 
shall elect one of its members as Chairman, 

4 At all meetings of the Faculties, the Chair- 
man shall have a vote and a casting vote 


CHAPTER VIII, 

Committees of Courses and Studies 

1 A Committee of Courses and Studies 
shall be constituted in December for the 
following calendar year by the appropriate 
Faculty for each subject or group of subjects 
which in the opinion of the Faculty should 
be placed under the control of one Committee 
For the purpose of constituting the Committee 
of Courses and Studies, Mathematics shall be 
held to come within the purview of the Faculty 
of Science, 
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Casual vacancies during the year may be 
filled by the Faculty concerned at any time 

2 Each Committee shall consist of all 
the teachers of the subject to which it relates 
and of such other elected members ( if any ) 
as the Faculty in each case may think fit, 
provided that the latter shall in no case 
exceed in number one-fourth of the total 
strength of the Committee 

In any session no teacher shall be regarded 
as a teacher of the subject” for the purpose 
of this Ordinace unless he shall have taken a 
regular part in the teaching of the subject 
during that session 

3, The Chairman of each Committee shall 
be elected from among the Heads of 
Departments by the Faculty which has 
constituted the Committee 

4 If two or more Committees belonging 
to the same Faculty meet jointly the Chairman 
at the joint session shall be the Dean or a 
Head of Department appointed by the Dean , 
whereas if such Committees belong to different 
Faculties, the Chairman at the joint session 
shall be the Vice-Chancellor, or a Head of 
Department appointed by the Vice-Chancellor, 

5, The functions of the Committees shall 
be to make recommendations to the Faculty 
on the following matters , ( 1 ) syllabuses foi 
subjects of instruction, (2) correlation of subjects 
permitted in the various courses, (3) new courses 
of study, (4) the names of examiners 

6 Two-thirds of the members of a Committee 
of Courses and Studies or, m the case of joint 
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sessions, of the total number of the members of 
the Committees meeting jointly shall form a 
quorum, 


CHAPTER IX, 

Board op Residence, Health and Discipline 

1 The Board of Residence, Health and Ordinances 
Discipline shall consist of 

The Vice-Chancellor, who shall be the Chair- 
man and Convener 

The Proctor, who shall be the Secretary 

The President of the Athletic Club 

The Civil Surgeon of Dacca 

The Medical Officer of the University 

The Provosts 

The Wardens ( if any ) 

Three teachers appointed by the Executive 
Council of whom one at least shall be a Hindu 
and one at least a Muhammadan, 

One House-Tutor from each Hall nominated 
for the session by the Provost of the Hall 

2, Members of the Board other than 
ex~officio members shall hold office for one session 
only but shall be re-eligible 

3 The powers of the Board shall be — 

(d) to report to the Executive Council on 
rules and regulations affecting the health 
of students and in the case of an epi- 
demic, on the measures to be taken , 

(b) to report to the Executive Council on 
rules and regulations affecting the disci- 
pline of students elsewhere than withiq 
the compounds of the Halls and Hostels 
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4 No ordinance or regulation relating to the 
conditions of residence, health or discipline of 
students shall be passed by the Executive Council, 
unless the opinion of the Board of Residence, 
Health and Discipline upon it has previously 
been taken 

5 The Board of Residence, Health and Disci- 
pline shall have the right to express an opinion on 
all plans for new, or alterations to old, buildings, 
and on all schemes for drainage or levelling before 
they are adopted by the Executive Council 

6 Four members shall form a quorum 


CHAPTER X 

Duties of the Proctor 

1 The Proctor shall be responsible under the 
Vice-Chancellor for all discipline outside (a) the 
Halls and the compounds of the Halls controlled 
by the Provosts , (b) the class rooms, Libraries 
and the laboratories 

2 The Proctor shall have power to levy a fine 
not exceeding Rs 5/- on any student for a breach 
of discipline , and if he considers that the serious- 
ness of an offence is not adequately dealt with by 
such fine, he may report the student concerned to 
the Vice-Chancellor for such action as the Vice- 
Chancellor thinks fit 

3 All breaches of discipline for which a fine 
is inflicted, shall be reported as soon as possible 
to the Provost of the Hall to which the student 
belongs 
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4 The Proctor, with the assistance of an 
Assistant Proctor, shall inspect the residences of 
all the attached students, at least twice a year, 
and shall make a report to the Board of 
Residence, Health and Discipline on all cases 
which in his opinion are not satisfactory 


CHAPTER XI 

Duties of the Medium l Officer 

1 Tne duties of the Medical Officer shall 
include ‘ — 

( 1 ) attendance at the University Dispen- 
sary on ambulant students (res’dent and attached) 
and on menials employed by the University , 

( 11 ) visiting bed cases in the University 
Halls of residence on requisH on by Provosts 
or House Tutors , 

(in) attending emergency calls at Halls 
of residence during day or night on requisition 
by the Provost or House Tutor (Every such 
emergency call shall be reported to the Vice- 
Chancellor within 48 hours) , 

(iv) attending on the members of the 
teaching, administrative and ministerial staff on 
proper requisition , 

(v) examining and reporting on cases sent 
for medical report by the Vice-Chancellor or 
any other officer authorised by him , 

(vi) examining under-graduate students 
on admission to the University 
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2 Medical attendance on members of the 
staff shall be free between 6 a, m and 6-30 p m 
In respect of calls received between 6-30 p m 
and 10 p m the Medical Officer shall be 
permitted to charge a fee of Rs 4/- per v.sit 
and for calls between 10 p, m and 6 a m he 
shall be permitted to charge a fee of Rs 8/- 
per visit 


CHAPTER XII, 

Residence of Students 

[Vidt Act XVIII of 1920 Section 31 and 
Statute 11(2) ] 

1 The residences of all students of the 
University shall be within 5 mdes of the Convoca- 
tion Hall, 

2 A student who is attached to but dees not 
reside in, a Hall or Hostel of the University, shall 
be styled an attached student 

3 An attached student shall reside with his 
parents or legal guardian or with a person author- 
ised by the parents or legal guardian and approved 
by the Provost of the Hall to which the student is 
attached , provided that m special cases, the 
Provosts may relax this rule in the case of Post- 
Graduate students above 25 years of age 

4 In the event of the removal from Dacca of 
the approved guardian with whom the student is 
residing, the Provost of the Hall to which the 
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student is attached, shall at once either direct the 
student to take his residence m the Hall or 
approve another guardian with whom the 
student shall reside 

5 Every attached student must obtain the 
previous approval of the Provost before changing 
his residence or guardian and the Provost shall 
report immediately such change to the Proctor 

6 All admissions made by the Admission 
Committee in the beginning of the academic year, 
together with the names and postal addresses of 
the approved guardians, shall be reported by the 
Provosts to the Proctor within thirty days from the 
last date of admission Every subsequent admis- 
sion and change of residence shall be reported to 
the Proctor within ten days from the date thereof 

7 Every attached student shall be required 
to produce at the end of each term a certificate * 
from his approved guardian that he is living with 
the said guardian and stating the number of days 
during the term, durinq which he has resided with 
the said guardian 

8 Any student whose name has been struck 
off the roll for non-payment of fees shall be 
reported to the Provost and the Head of the 
Department concerned and no attendance at 
lectures or residence shall be counted in his 
case from the date of such report. 

9 Students who fail to fulfil the conditions of 
residence shall be required to come into residence 
for an additional year Such students may be 
exempted by the Heads of the Departments from 
attendance at lectures , but when so exempted 

* For text of certificate vide Appendix 0 
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they shall work under a tutor and pay half tuition 
fees 

Provided that in the case of students m 
the Faculty of Law, the period of additional 
residence may m a proper case be reduced by 
the Provost of the Hall to six months 

10 If there are vacancies in the Halls 
after all full-time students have been furnished 
with places therein, the Provosts shall have 
power to allot seats to students paying part- 
fees or to students of the University who have 
already completed a course of study for a 
degree and who are preparing for any University 
or competitive examination A separate register 
of all such students shall be kept in the Accounts 
Department of the Univers ty Office 

11 External cand dates for Un vers ty 
Examinations who are pernrtted by the Provcsts 
to reside m Halls shall be required to reside under 
the conditions la d down in section 28 cf 
Chapter XXXVII when they wish to remain 
in the Hall for a period of one month or 
more, but when the period of residence is less 
than one month the Provost of the relevant 
Hall shall decide whether such external students 
shall remain in the Hall as guests, 
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CHAPTER XIII 

Discipline 

1 Notwithstanding anything contained in 
Chapter IX of the Ordinances regarding the 
Board of Residence, Health and Discipline, no 
student of the University shall be expelled 
for a period of one year or more, except by 
a resolution of the Executive Council on the 
recommendation of a Committee consisting of 
the Vice-Chancellor, the three Provosts, the 
Proctor and two members of the Executive Council 
not receiving salaries from the University elected 
annually by the Council in April of each year and 
to hold office for the period of the ensuing session 

If in any case the Executive Council are 
not prepared to accept the recommendation of 
the Committee they shall refer it back to them 
for reconsideration 

The Vice-Chancellor shall be empowered to 
deal with all other cases of breach of discipline 
after receiving a report from the Provost concerned 
or the Proctor as the case may be, and to impose 
such punishment ( including expulsion for less 
than a year ) as he shall deem fit 

Provided that the Provosts shall have power 
to impose on students fines not exceeding 
Rs 10/- (Rupees ten) at a time for breaches of 
discipline in the Halls 

2 Resident Students must be in their 
houses before 9 pm, and must not leave them 
before 5am except with the permission of 
the Provost or Warden of the Hall or Hostel 
of which they are members 
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3, A gate-book in which are recorded the 
times at which students knock in after the 
gate has been closed must be kept by a 
competent authority in all houses of Halls or 
Hostels 

4 A student who wilfully destroys or 
injures University property shall be called 
upon to make good the loss to the University 
and will also be liable to other penaltes 

5 Students on admission to the University 
will be assigned by the Provost of the Hall to a 
House-Tutor and must call on him immediately 
and have their name, class the year of admission, 
and home and Dacca addresses entered in the 
Hall Register 

6 Overstaying of leave is punishable unless 
extension is granted Every application for exten- 
sion of leave must reach the House-Tutor at least 
one day before the expiry of the original leave 
Every application for extension of leave on 
medical grounds must be accompanied by a certi- 
ficate of a recognised medical man and by a letter 
from the student’s guardian 

7 Students will not be permitted to change 
their rooms save in exceptional circumstances. 
Applications for change of rooms should be made 
to the House-Tutor, 

8 Students may entertian guests for three 
days or less with the previous written permission 
of the House-Tutor A guest who has already 
stayed for three days in the Hall, cannot be 
further entertained by any student without 
the permission of the Provost, 
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No student may entertain any casual visitor 
in the Hall after Roll Call without the explicit 
permission of the House-Tutor, 

The House-Tutor shall maintain a register 
of all guests who spend the night in the Hall 
showing against each the name of the student 
who has entertained him as a guest 

9, Food can be obtained for guests by pur" 
chasing guest-tickets at annas four per meal At 
least three hours' previous notice must be given 

10 Students will take their meals in the 
Common Dining-Hall at the hours fixed by the 
Provost The Provost will fix the hours for 
meals and will, through the House-Tutors, make 
such other rules for the good management of 
each Dining-Hall as he deems conducive to its 
interest, 

11 Food can be served in students' rooms 
only on medical grounds and at the discretion of 
the House-Tutor The House-Tutor will have 
under his charge the furniture and other properties 
of the Hall> whether used in the Dining-Hall 
or elsewhere 

12 The Roll will be called immediately after 
the evening meal and may be called at any other 
time by the direction of the Provost, All students 
must be in their own rooms at the time of Roll-call 
The House-Tutor shall call for an explanation 
from those who have been absent from Roll-call 
without his permission and in case he is not 
satisfied with the reason given for absence he 
shall report the defaulters’ names to the Provost 
with his own recommendation as to the penalty 
to be exacted* 
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13 The gate of each House or Hall shall be 
closed at 9 p m in winter and 10 p m, in summer 
and it shall not be opened until 5am next 
morning except with the permission of the House- 
Tutor 

Students who return after the gate has been 
closed shall enter in the gate-book their names, 
time of return, and the place where they have 
been 

14 No private servants may be employed by 
students 

No servants may be appointed in any depart- 
ment of the Hall without the sanction of the 
Provost The Provost shall have the right to 
dismiss any servant employed in the Hall 

15 Any case of assault on a Hall servant 
will be severely punished 

16 Smoking in the corridors or verandahs 
of the Halls is prohibited Cycling in the veran- 
dahs of the Halls is prohibited 

17 Students are expected to keep their rooms 
clean and in good order 

18 Dining-Hall fees must be paid to the 
House-Tutor on or before the 10th of every month 
after which a fine of annas two per day will be 
charged from each student who has not paid On 
the last day of the month the names of those who 
have not paid shall be struck off and their food 
stopped 

If a student joins the Hall before the 16th of 
the month he shall pay the full Dining-Hall fees 
for the month , if he joins on any day from the 
16th to 25th of the month inclusive, he shall pay 
half the Dining Hall fees, and if he joins after the

25th he shall pay annas six a day fcr his feed till 
the end of the month 

19 , All students unless specially exempted 
shall take part m some form of out-door exercise 
(See Chapter XI V of the Ordinances and 
Regulations ) 

20 The Provost is entirely respons ble fcr 
drawing and disburs ng any University money 
which is allotted to meet the expenses of different 
sections of his Hall and shall lay down such rules 
as may seem to him necessary for the proper 
expenditure of such money 
' 21 All applicat ons, representations or com- 
plaints must be signed and be made in writing 
throuqh the House-Tutor who as the officer 
immediately in charge of students of the Hall, 
both resident and attached, shall forward them 
to the Provost with his recommendations thereon 

22 Any notice concerning students shall be 
published in the Hall Notice-Board and shall be 
considered as having been brought to the notice 
of students both resident and attached Failure 
to read a notice will not be accepted as an excuse 
for noncompliance with such notice 

No notice shall be placed on the Notice-Bcard 
of a Hall without the permission of the Provost 

23, No clubs or societies shall be formed with- 
out the previous permission of the Provost 

24 No student shall give a party or entertain- 
ment or play any musical instrument in the Hall 
without the previous permission of the Provost 

25 The time for various prayers will be notifi- 
ed from time to time by the Tutor-in-charge of 
Theology and theological lectures will be held 
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according to the notice of the said tutor" Atten- 
dance at both is compulsory for all students (resi- 
dent and attached), unless they are specifically 
exempted by the Provost* 

26 On the recommendation of the Provost 
of the Salimullah Muslim Hall and the Head of 
the Department of Arabic and Islamic Studies, 
the Vice-Chancellor may propose to the Executive 
Council the appointment of a Pesh Imam for the 
Salimullah Muslim Hall, to arrange for the calling 
of the Azan at the appointed hours, to lead the 
five daily prayers and to conduct the Tarawih 
during the Ramzan 

For performing his duties, the Pesh Imam 
shall be paid such remuneration as may be 
determined by the Executive Council 

27 Provosts and Wardens shall have power 
to frame rules for the use of the Libraries attached 
respectively to the Halls and Hostels under their 
control 

28 75 per cent of the fines realised from 
students of each Hall, other than those in connec- 
tion with the admission or payment of University 
fees, shall be placed at the disposal of the respec- 
tive Provosts for expenditure cn any purpose 
which in their opinions would further the corporate 
activities of the students of their Halls 

29. Women students shall be subject to 
the above Regulations with the exception of 
Regulations 2 and 13. 

30 Resident women students shall not leave 
the Womens House between 6pm and 7 am, 
m the winter and between 7 pm, and 7 a. m 
in the summer without the written permission of 
the House Tutor, 
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31 The gate of the Women s House shall 
be closed at 6 p m in the winter and at 7 p m 
m the summer and it shall not be opened again 
before 7am except with the permission of the 
House-Tutor 

Students who return after the gate has been 
closed shall enter in the gate-book their names, 
time of return and place where they have been 

32 Resident women students shall only be 
permitted to receive visitors who have been 
approved both by the House-Tutor and the guar- 
dian Such visitors shall only, save with the 
special permission of the House-Tutor, be received 
on one day in each week, the day and time to be 
fixed by the Provost 

33 Candidates at University Examinations

The Executive Council shall, on receipt of

CHAPTER XIV 

Health and Physical Education 

1(1) Every undergraduate student shall 
be examined on admission to the University 
by the University Medical Officer or under his 
d rection 

(2) Both resident and attached students will 
have free medical attendance at the University

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Dispensary and will be supplied with medicine 
prescribed by the University Medical Officer free 
of cost Resident students will in suitable cases 
certified by the Provost or a House-Tutor, receive 
free Medical attendance also in the Halls 

2 Every undergraduate student shall be 
required to pursue a course of physical 
instruction arranged by the Provost of his 
Hall unless, after being specially examined by 
the Univers ty Medical Officer, he should be 
exempted by the Provost on the recommendation 
of the Medical Officer 

3 Every resident student must be vaccinated 
on joining the University unless he can satisfy the 
Medical Officer that he has been vaccinated not 
more than a year previously 

4 In the event of an epidemic every student 
must submit to moculat on or such other 
precautionary measures as may be prescribed 
by the Board of Health, Residence and 
Discipline 

5 No student, not being a patient, may 
enter the compound of the isolation ward of 
the University Hospital without the express 
permission of the Medical Officer 
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CHAPTER XV 

Athletic clubs and Students’ Unions 

I. University Athletic Club 

1 The affairs of the University Athletic Club 
shall be managed by a General Committee which 
shall be elected every year not later than the 1st 
September and shall hold office from the beginning 
of the second term until the beginning of the second 
term of the following session or until the new 
Committee takes office whichever is earlier 

2 The General Committee shall consist of 
the following members , 

( 1 ) The Vice-Chancellor — President, 

( 2 ) Provosts of the Halls -Vice-Presidents 

(3) Treasurer, who shall be a member of 
the University staff but shall not be a 
House-Tutor or Assistant House-Tutor 

(4) Two representatives from each Hall, 
one of whom shall be the Hall Athletic 
Secretary 

( 5 ) Physical Director, 

The Treasurer shall be elected each year by 
the Committee as above constituted (excluding 
the Treasurer) and shall hold office until the 
appointment of his successor 

3 The Committee shall elect as General 
Secretary of the University Athletic Club the 
student representative of a Hall who is not the 
Hall Athletic Secretary in rotation from the 
different Halls as follows 

Muslim Hall 1931-32 

Jagannath Hall 1932-33 

Dacca Hall 1933-34 


Regulation®, 
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and thereafter in the same sequence He shall 
assume office after the Puja vacation and shall hold 
office until the end of the next Puja vacation 

In the event of the Hall Athletic Secretary 
desiring to be elected as University Athletic 
Secretary and on his being chosen by the Athletic 
Committee as University Athletic Secretary, he 
shall immediately resign his post as Hall 
Athletic Secretary and shall become the non- 
Secretary representative of the Hall on the 
University Athletic Committee The membership 
of the non-Secretary representative already 
elected by the Hall shall thereupon lapse 

4 If the General Secretary of the 
Athletic Club leaves Dacca on any occasion, 
except during vacations, he must nominate some 
other student of his Hall to carry on his duties 
Such nomination must be approved by the 
Provost of the Hall to which he belongs and 
afterwards communicated in writing to the 
President of the Athletic Club 

5 If there be any vacancy in the office of 
the General Secretary before the expiry of the 
year, the Provost of the Hall to which he 
belongs, shall nominate another student of his 
Hall to be the General Secretary of the Athletic 
Club for the remaining portion of the year 
Continued absence of the Secretary from Dacca 
for a period exceeding 30 days, except during 
the vacations, will be regarded as a vacancy 
"in thfc tfffice for the purpose of this rule 

6 If any student-representative on the 
Athletic Committee either leaves Dacca or is 
absent froln Dacca for more than 30 days, the 
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Provost of the Hall to which he belongs shall 
have power to nominate another student of the 
Hall in his place 

7 The General Committee shall have power,— 

( 1 ) to frame the Annual Budget, 

(2) to make rules for the Annual Univer- 
sity sports 

(3) to make rules for the Inter-Hall 
competitions, 

(4) to arrange University matches and 

( 5 ) to make rules in accordance with these 
regulations 

All rules made by the University Athletic 
Club shall be subject to confirmation by the 
Standing Committee consisting of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and the three Provosts 

8 The Budget of the University Athletic 
Club for the ensuinq session shall be drawn up 
m January by the Committee then in power 
The Athletic Committee appointed at the 
begxnn»ng of the ensuing session shall be empo- 
wered to revise this budget within the limits of 
the funds at their disposal, but they shall be 
bound by it until such revision takes place 

9 Twenty-five per cent of the total sum 
available for Athletics from athletic fees and 
the grant of Rs 1000/- from the University 
shall be allotted to the University Athletic Club 
and the remaining 75 per cent shall be distributed 
among the three Hall Athletic Clubs in the 
ratio of the total sums collected in athletic 
fees from the students of each Hall The 
Chief Accountant shall, not later than the 7th 
day of the second term of each session, report 
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to the Treasurer of the University Athletic 
Club the total amount of athletic fees received 
up to the end of the first term of the session 

10 All requisitions for sporting geais etc , 
shall be made by the General Secretary and 
countersigned by the Treasurer who shall be 
responsible for ensuring that the requisitions 
are in accordance with the provisions in the 
Budget All articles required by the Univer- 
sity Athletic Club shall be bought by the 
Physical Instructor who shall keep a proper 
stock book which shall be annually inspected 
by the Chief Accountant No expenditure shall 
be incurred by the General Secretary without 
the written permission of the Treasurer who 
shall be responsible for keeping all expenditure 
within the budgetted amount The Secretary 
shall not keep a permanent advance of more 
than Rs 10/- and he shall have power to 
spend up to Rs 10/- in an emergency in 
anticipation of the sanction of the Treasurer 
But he shall not incur expense for which no 
provision has been made in the annual budget 

All biPs, relating to the University Athletic 
Club, presented for payment by the University 
office shall be duly passed and signed by the 
Treasurer of the Club or during his absence 
from Dacca by the President of the Club 
Bills so passed shall be paid from the funds 
standing to the credit of the Athletic Club 
but shall not be paid without the ^previous 
sanction of the Executive Council if funds are 
not available in the athletic account 
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11 No University team may enter lor 
more than one local tournament and one league 
in any season provided that if no league be 
arranged m the season in question the University 
team may enter for two local tournaments 

12 No team of a Hall or Hostel may 
enter for more than one local tournament m 
one season No team of a Hall or Hostel 
may enter for a local tournament or league in 
which the University is participating 

13 No member of the University Athletic 
Club shall during term time be permitted to play 
for any non-University team, unless permitted 
by the Pres dent of the Athletic Committee 

14 Only regular and irregular students of the 
University and members of the University staff 
shall be admitted to the privileges of the Club 

None but ‘ regular students of the University 
shall be permitted to hold any office either as 
Captain of a University team or as Secretary or 
Member of the University Athletic Committee 

Irregular students ' who have paid their 
Hall Union and Athletic fees for the current 
session shall be entitled in that session to all the 
privileges of the Athletic Club with the exception 
of those above mentioned 

N B "Regular students” are those students 
whose names are on the rolls of the University A 
student shall be deemed to be a "Regular student” 
for a period of one month after his name has been 
struck off the University rolls for non-payment 

"Irregular students' are students who have 
completed a course of study in the University 
and who are eligible to appear at any University 
examination 
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For the purpose of this rule, no student shall 

be regarded as an ‘ irregular student" two 
sessions after he ceases to be a regular student 
of the University, 

15 No student who is not eligible for 
membership of the University Athletic Club shall 
be permitted to take part in any Hall games 

16 Prizes for the University sports shall be 
bought by a Committee consisting of the Trea- 
surer, the Physical Director, the General Secretary 
and two elected student-members of the Athletic 
Committee belonging to two Halls other than 
the one to which the General Secretary belongs 

17 The Captains of the University Football, 
Cricket and Hockey teams shall be selected by the 
Athletic Committee by rotation from the three 
Halls on the nomination of the relevant Hall 
Athletic Committee or the relevant Hall team 


as may be decided by the Provost, unless in any 
one season the Provost of the Hall agrees to 
forego the claim of his Hall to a particular 
Captaincy In the latter event the Captaincy 
shall go to the Hall next in rotation, The 
following shall be the order

19 If the Captain of any University team 
leaves Dacca on any occasion except during 
vacations, he must intimate the fact in writing 
to the President of the University Athletic 
Club who shall nominate another student to 
carry on the duties of the Captain if he 
considers this to be necessary 

20 If there be any vacancy in the office 
of the Captain of any University team 
before the expiry of the year the President 
of the Athletic Committee shall nominate 
another in his place for the remaining portion 
of the year on the recommendation of the 
Provost of the Hall to which the Captain 
belonged Continued absence of the Captain 
from Dacca for a period exceeding 30 
days except during vacations, will be regarded 
as a vacancy in the office for the purpose of 
this rule 

21 Rules for the University athletic 
Sports shall be laid down by the University 
Athletic Committee 
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22 Colours shall be awarded by the 
relevant Captain to all players who have 
played in more than half the first team matches 
The Athletic Committee shall decide in advance 
as to which matches shall count as first team

Colours shall not be awarded later than the

IJ University Students' Union 

1 The constitution of the University 
Students’ Union shall be subject to approval 
by the Executive Council, 
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2 The affairs of the University Students’ 
Union shall be controlled by a committee 
elected according to its constitution, 

3 The budget of the University Students’ 
Union for the ensuing session shall be drawn 
up in January by the Committee then in office 
within the limits of the funds at their 
disposal and shall remain in force until revised 
by such Committee The Committee shall be 
entirely responsible for keeping all expenditure 
within the budgetted allotment 

4 The Chief Accountant shall, not later 
than the end of the first term of each session, 
report to the President of the University 
Students’ Union the total amount of Union 
fees received for the current session 

5 All bills submitted to the University 
Accounts Office for payment shall be countersign- 
ed by the President of the Union In submitting a 
bill the following information shall be 
furnished — 

Allotment of the session, 

Expenditure including this bill. 
Balance available 

In case the figures do not agree with those of 
the Accounts Office, the Chief Accountant 
shall return the bill pointing out the discrepancies 
No payment shall be made unless a credit 
balance is available 

III Hall Unions and Hall Athletic Clubs 

1, The constitution of the Hall Unions 
and Hall Athletic Clubs shall be subject to 
approval by the Executive Council 
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2 Subject to the general control of the 
Provosts, the affairs of the Hall Unions and 
Hall Athletic Clubs shall be controlled by 
the relevant authorities laid down in the 
respective constitutions 

3 The entire amount due to each Hall 

from ( i ) annual fees for the Hall Union, 
(2) annual fees for the Hall Athletic Club 

and (3) contribution by the University to the 
Hall Union shall be entrusted to the Provost 

of the Hall and the Provost shall open an 

account with the Imperial Bank of India and 
be entirely responsible for the disbursement of 
the fund 

A An amount to be determined by the 
Finance Committee shall be handed over to 
the Provost at the commencement of each 
session, and the balance shall be handed over 
as soon as the exact amount available from 

the above-mentioned sources of income is 
known 

5 The Provost of a Hall shall be empowered 
to transfer amounts from the Hall Athletic 
Club to the Hall Union or vice versa with 
the consent of the general body of students 
of the Hall 

6 The accounts shall be audited annually 
by an officer from the Accounts Department 
of the Registrar's office, deputed by the 
Vice-Chancellor 
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CHAPTER XVI 

Conditions of service of University 
Employees 

1 The Executive Council shall subject to ordinance® 
conditions laid down in section 20 (c) of the 

Act, Statutes 16 and 18 and such other 
Statutes and Ordinances as may apply, have 
power to appoint all University Employees 
(other than the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Treasurer), to determine their remuneration 
and the terms of their service and to dismiss 
them or otherwise terminate their services, 
provided that in the case of teachers action 
shall only be taken after a report from the 
Academic Council , provided further, that in the 
case of posts sanctioned by the Executive 
Council the appointment and confirmation of 
oppointment of subordinate administrative and 
ministerial staff shall rest with the Vice-- 
Chancellor, who shall report his action to the 
Executive Council 

2 All teachers of the University shall 
ordinarily be appointed^ on written contracts in 
which their conditions of service shall be laid 
down 

3 Service of an employee in the University 
shall ordinarily terminate at the end of the 
session (30th June) in which the age of 55 
years is attained In special cases, however, 
this limit may be extended at the discretion 
of the Executive Council the cases of the 
teachers being dealt with in accordance with 
the provisions of section 4 below* 
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4 In exceptional cases where the work of 
a teacher appears to justify his retention beyond 
the age of 55 and it is in the interest of the 
University to retain his services beyond that 
age, the Executive Council, on an application 
received through the Academic Council, may 
extend the services by periods not exceeding 
>ne year subject to the following conditions 

(a) That before submission to the Academic 
Council, an extension of service shall be 
recommended by a Committee consisting of the 
^lce-Chancellor, the Treasurer, the relevant 
Dean or Deans, the relevant Head of the 
Department and the relevant Provost In the 
ivent of the teacher whose extension is being 
onsidered being either a Dean or Head of a 
Department or Provost he shall not be a member 
>f the Committee 

(/») That no extension shall be sanctioned 
>eyond the end of the session in which a teacher 
attains the age of 60 

(c) That before the first extension beyond 
he age of 55 is sanctioned, a certificate of 
ihysical fitness shall be ^required from a Board 
onsisting of the University Medical Officer 
nd the Civil Surgeon, the necessary fees being 
►ayable by the teacher 

In subsequent extensions <vf service, if any, 
o certificate of physical fitness shall be 
iecessary, unless the Executive Council in any 
articular case so desires 

( d ) That after an extension of service has 
een taken, leave preparatory to retirement 
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shall not be allowed in excess of 15 days 
The 15 days may be added to a vacation 

(e) That leave during extension of service 
may be given not exceeding one month at a time 
provided that the leave is due 

(f) That if leave on medical certificate is 
required during the period of extension for 
more than two months the services of the 
teacher shall be terminated from such date as 
may be decided by the Executive Council 

5 For every member of the University staff 
holding a substantive appointment on its perma- 
nent establishment, a service book duly filled in 
and attested, shall be maintained 

6 There shall be maintained a permanent 
Register in which all appointments promotions, 
leave, suspension fines reduction or enhancement 
of salaries and office arrangements regarding all 
members of the University staff are entered 

7 The Steward and the Chief Accountant 
shall be attached to the office of the Registrar 
and be subject to his control 

8 When ^University employee who draws 
an allowance or is exempted from payment of 
house-rent goes on leave, the officer or teacher 
who undertakes the duties for the performance 
of which such privileges are granted shall enjoy 
those privileges 

9 Except as otherwise provided for in 
the conditions of appointment or on leave 
preparatory to retirement, no University employee 
shall be permitted to accept a salaried appointment 
or undertake professional work, except with the 
permission of the Executive Council, 
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Provided that this Ordinance shall not prevent 
teachers of the University from accepting exami- 
nerships elsewhere 

10 All University employees (not feeing 
Government servants), except menials, shall subs- 
cribe to the Provident Fund of the University 
according to the Statutes governing that Fund 

1 1 Every member of the Public Services m 
India appointed to a post under the University, 
shall retain a right to all leave earned prior to 
employment by the University provided satisfac- 
tory arrangemnts can be made without additional 
cost to the University Such leave shall, however, 
only be granted when it can be taken without 
prejudice to University work, and after reference 
to the Accountant-General as to the amount of 
leave due,

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13 The wholetilne menials shall be granted, 
oft retirement after approved service, a gratuity 
At the rate of one month s pay for each completed 
y eat of active service, the monthly pay being for 
this purpose the average pay for the year

Such gratuity shall ordinarily be paid in a lump 
sum on retirement, but it may be paid in such 
instalments as the Executive Council may decide

the University immediately after the abolition of 
the aforementioned institutions, be regarded as

14 The grant of acting allowances to Univer- 
sity employees shall be determined in accordance 
with the following rules , —

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(I) When a University employee is tempo- 
rarily relieved of the duties pertaining 
to his substantive post and appointed 
to officiate in another post, of a higher 
grade than his substantive post, he 
shall ordinarily draw his own pay plus 
one-fifth of the minimum pay for the 
post in which he is officiating , provided 
that the total pay so drawn shall not 
ordinarily exceed the minimum pay of 
this post 

(II) When a University employee is relieved 
of his own duties and called upon 
temporarily to fulfil other duties of a 
different character, he shall be given 
such pay as may be determined in each 
case by the Executive Council, provided 
that the pay given shall not ordinarily 
exceed the minimum pay of the post in 
which he is officiating 

(in) When a University employee is appoint- 
ed to perform in addition to his own 
duties, duties other than those normally 
included in the terms of the appoint- 
ment, he may be given an additional 
allowance the amount of which shall 
be decided in each case by the 
Executive council and it shall not 
ordinarily exceed one-fifth of the 
minimum pay attached to the post to 
which the additional duties appertain, 
(iv) The allowance for acting as the Head 
of a Department shall be determined as 
follows — 
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(a) When a teacher is called upon to 
act as the Head of the Department of 
which he is a member, an acting allowence 
of Rs 100/- per mensem shall be given to 
him in addition to his ordinary salary in 
all cases which are not covered by any 
definite agreement with the teacher relating 
to such Headship , provided that when 
the ordinary salary exceeds Rs 900 and 
is less than Rs 1,000 per mensem, the 
acting allowance be reduced to such an 
amount that the sum of the salary and 
allowance together shall be equal to 
Rs 1000 per mensem and that where the 
salary is Rs 1000 or over no acting 
allowance be paid in respect of an acting 
Headship 

(bj When a teacher is called upon to act 
as the Head of a Department of which 
he is not a member, the amount of acting 
allowance to be paid shall be decided in 
each case by the Executive Council 
(v) No acting allowance shall be admissible 
for work for a period of less than 30 days 
in the case of teachers and for a period of 
less than 7 days in the case of other employ 
yees, provided that in the letter case no 
acting allowance shall be admissible for 
work during vacation save when specially 
recommended by the Vice-Chancellor 
(vi^ No acting allowance shall be admissible 
to a teacher detained on duty during a 
vacation or placed in charge of an office 
or laboratory during a vacation. 
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do 

15 An employee of the University shall not 
borrow money^from or otherwise place himself 
under a pecuniary obligation to any person 
subject to his ’’official authority or control or to 
any of the near relations of the latter 

When an employee of the University is 
appointed or transferred to a post of such a 
nature that a person from whom he has borrowed 
money or to whom he has otherwise placed him- 
self under a pecuniary obligation or any of his 
near relations will be subject to his official autho- 
rity and control, he must forthwith declare the 
circumstances to the Vice-Chancellor through the 
usual channel 


CHAPTER XVII 
Leave Rules 

1 These rules called the Dacca University 
Leave Rules shall come into force with effect from 
l$t pf January, 1926 

Z Save as otherwise provided by the Statu- 
tes, Rules 3 to 27 shall apply to all University 
employees, excepting the University mechanics, 
carpenters, glass-blowers, electrical staff and 
medals. 

General Conditions 

3 Leave \s earned by duty only. Leave can- 
not be claimed as of right When exigencies of 
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the University service so require, discretion to 
refuse or revoke leave of any description is reser- 
ved to the authorities empowered to grant it 

4 Vacation counts as duty Vacation will be 
allowed to University employees on the following 
principles — 

(a) Provosts of Halls the Proctor and the 
Assistant Proctor as far as the duties of 
their respective offices are concerned 
and all teachers of the University unless 
detained by competent authority, shall 
be entitled to avail themselves of the 
regular vacations of the University 
The Provosts may be required to return 
to duty one week before the beginning 
of the first term of each session and to 
remain on duty for three days after the 
closing of the University for the Long 
Vacatin, 

(b) The Provosts are empowered to make 
such arrangements as they deem fit with 
regard to allowing House-Tutors to 
enjoy vacations 

(c) The Registrar, the Libraian, the Chief 
Accountant, the Medical Officer and the 
Steward will be entitled to a vacation 
of 21 days (including the gazetted Puja 
holidays), during the Puja Vacation 

(d) The clerical staff and subordinate es- 
tablishment of each Department or 
Office of the University will be entitled 
to a vacation of 21 days (including the 
gazetted Puja holidays) during the 
Puja Vacation 
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5 (a) The Registrar may be permitted by the 
Vice-Chancellor to be absent from the 
station for 28 days during the Long 
Vacation 

(b) The Librarian, the Chief Accountant, and 
the Steward may be permitted three 
weeks’ absence from duty during the 
Long Vacation by the Executive Council, 
provided that satisfactory arrangements 
for the carrying on of the work of their 
offices can be made without additional 
cost to the University, during the 
Long Vacation, The Medical officer 
shall be permitted to enjoy a vacation 
of six weeks during the Long Vacation 

(c) The clerical staff* and the subordinate 
establishment of each Department or 
Office of the University may be permit- 
ted by the Head of such Department or 
Office of the University absence from 
duty by rotation not exceeding three weeks 
during the Long Vacation provided that 
satisfactory arrangements can be made 
without additional cost for the carrying 
on of the work of the Department or 
Office during the Long Vacation, 

6 If a University employee is recalled to 
duty before expiry of his leave, he is entitled to be 
treated as on duty trom the date on which he 
starts from the station from which he is recalled 
to join the University and to draw travelling 
allowance for the journey and to draw leave 
salary until he joins his post* 

7 Leave under these rules will not ordinarily 
be granted to a University employee, unless he 
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has served the University for two years In

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CHAPTER XVIII 
Advance for Study abroad 

1 Advances may be given by the Executive 
Council to teachers of the University for the 
purpose of prosecuting a particular course of 
study subject to the following conditions — 

2 Proposals for the grant of advances for 
the purpose of study abroad shall be classified 
and dealt with as follows — 

(A) I Cases where the proposal definitely 
arises from a distinct need felt 
by the University for teaching provi- 
sion of a particular type and where 
such provision is not obtainable more 
economically by appointment in the 
ordinary way Jn such cases the 
proposal is definitely in the interests 
of the University rather than of the 
individual and implies a pre-determm- 
ed policy on the part of the University 
rather than the consideration of special 
ability in a particular direction by an 
individual 

II The following terms shall govern the 
advance to be made in such cases — 

(1) The period of absence from the Univer* 
sity shall be determined by the Executive 
Council 

(2) Leave on full pay for such period as may 
be due together with leave not due on half 
pay for a period not exceeding six months# 
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(3) An advance of a sum of money equal to 
the calculated cost of travelling expenses, — 
residential expenses in connection with the 
course of study and necessary expenditure 
m India, less the amount to be received 
under (2), provided that the amount receiv- 
ed as advance shall not exceed Rs 7,500 
in any one case 

'(4) Teachers to whom advances are granted 
under this section shall be required to

Students shall be lialfcle to delay fine of one rupee 
m respect of each week’s delay * in payment after 
the date prescribed. 

4. Each research student shall be resident m 
or attached to a Hall and shall be subject to the 
same conditions generally as other students, He 
shall, however, if a resident student, be exempted 
from Ordinance 26 Chapter XXXVII and shall be 
required to pay seat rent from the first day of the 
month from which he takes admission into the Hall,

5. Each research student shall, as required by 
section 23 of Chapter XXXVII of the Ordinances, 
pay athletic and University and Hall Union fees

6. Each research student shall be registered

6. Names of successful candidates shall be 
rranged in alphabetical order. 1 00 marks shall 
e allotted to each paper.

No candidate shall be allowed to pass who

7, The minimum pass marks for Graduates 
Commerce who appear in two pass subjects 
r the Ordinary B. A, degree prescribed under 
dinance 12, Part IV, Chapter XXV, m order 
qualify themselves for entry to the M, A, 
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Examination in Economics shall be 33 per cent, 
in each of the two subjects. 

8. Candidates who fail in one subject only 
but obtain in the aggregate sufficient marks for a 
pass shall be permitted to enter for that subject 
only at the next examination , but if they fail a 
second time, they shall be required to enter again 
for the whole examination. 

9. The group of subjects to be taken by each 
candidate for the Ordinary degree must be sanc- 
tioned by the Provost of the relevant Hall, who 
shall be responsible for ascertaining that the 
group is permitted by the Ordinances. 

10. Unsuccessful candidates at the B. A. 
Examination shall be permitted to change not 
more than one subject at any subsequent exami- 
nation and they must attend classes in that parti- 
cular subject for one full session ; provided that 
candidates who are referred in one subject only, 
shall not be allowed to change that subject 
for another unless they are prepared to appear

Part III.— Degree op Bachelor op Arts 
with Honours. 

L Courses of study for the decree of Bachelor 
of Arts with Honours shall extend over a period Ordinances, 
of three academic years, and students will not be 
permitted to enter for the examination for 
Honours later than the end of the fourth acade~ 
mic year after being admitted as a student in the 
Faculty of Arts. 
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2. Candidates shall be required, before pre- 
senting themselves for the degree examination at 
the end of their third academic year, to have re- 
sided at a Hall or Hostel, or under the conditions 
laid down in Ordinance 3 of Chapter XII of the 
Ordinances for the Residence of Students, for a 
period of not less than 500 days on the 31st 
December preceding their examination, provided 
that candidates shall be disqualified from actually 
sitting for the examination unless they have con- 
tinued to reside under the aforementioned condi- 
tions for not less than three-fourths of the days 
m the period from the 1st January to the tenth 
days before the first day of the examination* 
Candidates who present themselves for the first 
time for their final examination at the end of 
their fourth adamic year shall be required to have 
resided in Hall or Hostel or under the conditions 
laid down in Ordinance 3 of Chapter XII of the 
Ordinances for the Residence of Students, for a 
period of not less than 540 days on the 31st 
December preceding their examination and to 
have fulfilled such other conditions of residence 
as shall be laid down in each case by the Acade* 
mic Council* 

The Executive Council may on the recommen- 
dation of the relevant Provost condone shortage 
of residence in exceptional cases and the recom- 
mendation of the Provosts in all such cases shall 
be accompanied by the statements made by the 
parents or guardians of the students concerned 
tn applying for such condonation* 

A student who i* admitted to the second year 
B* A* Honours class under the terms of section 5 
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(a), Chapter XXII of the Ordinances and Regula- 
tions, shall be deemed for the purpose of this 
Ordinance to have resided in a Hall or a Hostel 
or under the conditions laid down in Ordinance 
3, Chapter XIT of the Ordinances and Regula- 
tions, for a total number of 180 days extending 
over one academic year. 

3. There shall be the following Honours 
Schools in the Faculty of Arts : —

(vui) Philosophy.

( x ) Mathematics, 

4. Every candidate for the degree o.f Bachelor 
of Arts with Honours shall take eight papers 
each of four hours’ duration, in the subject of his 
Honours School, and three papers, each of three 
hours' duration, in each of two subsidiary 
subjects. 

5. A student may,, with the approval- of the 
Head of the Department, select, as subsidiary 
subjects, a group of any two subjects m which 
instruction ist provided for 'the: pass students/ pro- 
vided however that.no' student shall be allowed 
to -take up the- following combinations : — 

( i) , Philosophy and' Commerce'. 
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(it) Any two classical subjects (including 
Islamic Studies.) 

Provided further, that Honours m Bengali 
shall not be allowed with an Oriental subject as 
subsidiary, nor shall Bengali be allowed as subsi- 
diary to the Honours Course in any Oriental 
subject. 

6. The examination of all Honours Schools 
shall include a viva voce, examination. 

7. A student may take his examination in 
one or both of his subsidiary subjects either (a^ at 
the University examination held after the comple- 
tion of his second year course or (b) together 
with the papers in his Honours subject. If he 
takes his subsidiary subjects at the University 
examination held after the completion of his 
second year course, he shall be credited 
with the subject or subjects in which he passes at 
such examination. If the subsidiary subject or 
subjects are taken together with the papers m the 
Honours subject in the third or fourth academic 
year, he shall not be credited with the subject or 
subjects (subsidiary or Honours) in which he 
may pass at such examination, unless he 
passes the examination as a whole, 

8. Names of successful candidates shall be 
published in such form as to distinguish the 
Honours School in which severally they have 
passed, They shall be drawn up in three classes 
and arranged m alphabetical order, 

100, marks shall be allotted to each paper. 
Candidates obtaining 60, 50 and 40 per cent, of 
the total marks which shall include a minimum of 
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40 p c. in the practical paper in the Honours 
School of Philosophy, shall be placed respectively 
m the first, second and third class. 

In order to qualify for Honours a candidate 
must obtain not less than 33 per cent, in each 
subsidiary subject. 

The marks obtained by an Honours candidate 
in his subsidiary subjects shall not be taken into 
account in determining his class in the list of 
successful Honours candidates 

9. Any candidate, who in one of the subsi- 
diary subjects falls short of the pass marks by not 
more than 5 per cent of the full marks in that 
subject, and who obtains the marks necessary for 
obtaining a first class in the Honours subject, shall 
be awarded first class Honours in that subject, 
provided that this allowance shall only be applr 
cable to subsidiary subjects taken by a student 
simultaneously with the examination in his 
Honours subject 

10. If any candidate for Honours obtains less 
than 25 per cent of the marks in any Honours 
theoretical paper, those marks shall not be counted 
for classification for Honours, but they shall be 
counted towards the award of an Ordinary degee. 

11. A candidate, who does not qualify for 
Honours but secures not less than 33 per cent, of 
the total marks in his Honours subject including 

a minimum of 33*/* ia the practical paper in the 
Honours School of Philosophy, together with a 
minimum of 33 per cent, of marks in each subsi~ 
diary subject, shall be awarded the Ordinary 
degree.

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12, A candidate who takes the examination 
in his Honours subject at the end of the third 
academic year and who does not qualify for 
Honours but is awarded the Ordinary degree, 
shall be allowed to take, at the end of the fourth 
academic year, the corresponding Honours 
examination together with the corresponding 
papers of the subsidiary subjects, if any, m 
which he appeared at the end of the third aca- 
demic year. 

13. Candidates who fail in the examination 
for Honours at the end of the third academic 
year will be allowed to take the examination 
of the same Honours School a second time at the 
end of the fourth academic year 

14. Students who have presented themselves 
at an Honours B. A. Examination but have failed 
or who have completed their full Honours course 
shall be allowed to present themselves at the 
ordinary B. A. Examination with the three 
subjects which they have studied for their Hono- 
urs course, together with the Vernacular, They 
shall be exempted from an examination of the 
two subjects which they have read as their sub- 
sidiary subjects in their Honours course, provi- 
ded they have previously passed in those sub- 
jects at one and the same examination and 
secured not less than 36 per cent in each of those 
subjects and not less than 40 per cent in the 
aggregate, 

15, Students who have completed two- years 
of their Honours course and are eligible for 
promotion to the third year class shall be permi- 
tted to appear at an examination for the Ordi- 
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nary Bachelor s degree in one of the groups 
allowed by the Ordinances and approved by the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts, provided they 
attend such further course or courses of study as 
shall be prescribed by the Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts after consultation with the Head of the 
Department* 

16. The interval between his admission into 
the University and the date on which he has 
taken his degree shall be stated on the Diploma 
of each Honours Graduate. 

17. Candidates who have passed the exami- 
nation in one Honours School may, after pursu- 
ing a further course of study approved by the 
Dean for at least one and not more than two 
academic years, be admitted to the examination 
of any other Honours School. Such candidates 
shall be required to take only the papers in the 
principal subjects of their second Honours School 
and not in any subsidiary subject, 


Part IV — Degrhe of Master of Arts 

1, Save as otherwise provided, candidates 
shall not be admitted to the courses for the 
Degree of Master of Arts unless they are either 
graduates in Arts of this University or gradua- 
tes in Arts of any other approved University. 

2. There shall be two alternative courses 
of studies namely Course A and Course B, for 
the Degree of Master of Arts.

3. The Degree of Master of Arts m Course

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Part V — Degree op Doctor op Philosophy, 

!• The degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
(Ph. D.) may be conferred upon (i) persons who 
have taken the M. A. degree of this University 
and who are of not less than three years' standing 
and (n) persons who have taken the degree of 
M* A, in an approved University and are of not 
less than three years’ standing, A person who 
has taken the M, A. degree in the third class 
either in this University or an approved Univer- 
sity shall not be admitted as a candidate for the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy of this Uni- 
versity except with the special permission of the 
Academic Council, given after report from the 
Faculty of Arts. 

2, The degree of Ph. D. shall only be 
awarded to candidates who have submitted as a 
thesis work forming a distinct contribution to the 
advancement of learning. The degree shall be 
awarded after a report from an Examination 
Committee consisting of at least three examiners 
stating that the thesis deserves the award of the 
degree and after approval of the award by the 
Academic Council. 

3. No person who has not taken the M. A, 
degree of the University of Dacca will be per- 
mitted to submit a thesis for the degree of PJi. D, 
unless he has been registered as a candidate for 
that degree and has subsequently to registration 
pursued the researches embodied in his thesis m 
the University of Dacca under the supervision 
of a person or persons appointed by the Acade- 
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mic Council for a period of not less than two 
years ; provided that persons who are or who 
have been teachers of this University shall be 
exempted from the operation of this clause. 

4. The thesis must comply with the follow- 
mg further conditions : 

(t) The candidate must indicate how far 
the thesis embodies the result of his own 
research or observation and in what 
respect his investigations appear to him

(u) Work done conjointly with other investi- 
gators will not ordinarily be accepted as 
a thesis qualifying for the degree ; in 
exceptional cases the Academic* Council 
may. accept conjoint works as thesis for 
the degree The candidate is invited to 
submit as subsidiary matter in support 
of his candidature any contribution or 
contributions to the advancement of his 
subject which he may have published 
independently or conjointly In the 
event of a candidate submitting conjoint 
work in support of his candidature he 
will be required to state fully his own 
share m such conjoint work. Such 
statement should, as far as possible, be 
confirmed by the co-author or co-authors, 

(m) The examiners shall be at liberty to 
reject a thesis without a Viva Voce exa- 
mination, Candidates shall be required to 
appear at either a Viva Voce examina- 
tion or a written examination on the 
thesis, unless they are specially exempted 
from appearing at such a further exa- 
mination by the examiners of the thesis 
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{tv) The Examination Committee for the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy shall be 
requested to elect their own Chairman, 
whose function will be to obtain a joint 
report if there be unanimity among the 
examiners or, in case there be no 
unanimity, to forward to the Registrar 
separate reports from the individual 
examiners.

(a) furnished a certificate from the Head of 
the Department of English testifying 
that he has attended not less than 80 
per cent of lectures and classes of the 
course and that he is fit to appear at the 
examination, and 

(in) paid the examination fee to the 
Registrar. 

3. The examination shall be held towards the 
end of the session on dates to be fixed by the 
Academic Council and notified at least two months 
before the examination. 

4, The examination will consist of two 
parts, namely : — 

(i) An oral examination of each individual 
candidate with a view to test pronuncia- 
tion, reading aloud (both of prose and 
poetry) and spoken English. 

(h) A written examination consisting of 
two papers each of two hours* duration. 
The first paper will be on phonetics, 
precis-writing, letter-writing and Eng- 
lish idiom, and the second paper will be 
an essay paper, 
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5. 200 marks shall be allotted to the oral 
examination and 100 marks to each of the written 
papers. In order to pass the examination and 
qualify for the Diploma, a candidate must obtain 
not less than 100 marks in each part of the 
examination, 

6, Names of successful candidates shall be 
drawn up in alphabetical order. 


Part VII— The Teachers’ Certificate in 
Practical English 

1 . Admission to the course of study leading 
to the Teachers’ Certificate in Practical English 
shall be made on the recommendation of the 
Head of the Department of Education, who shall 
certify in each case that the candidates' knowledge 
of English is sufficient to enable him to profit by 
the proposed course of study. 

2. The following are eligible for admission 
to the course ; — 

(i) B. Ts and L. Ts of any approved Uni- 
versity. 

(n) Teachers of at least five years’ standing 
approved by the Head of the Depart- 
ment of Education. 

(in) Women teachers of at least two years’ 
Standing, approved by the Head of the 
Department. 

3. Courses of study in preparation for the 
Teachers’ Certificate in Practical English shall 
extend over thirty working days. 
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4. A student shall not be admitted to the 
examination for the certificate unless he has : — 

( I ) Pursued the prescribed course of study, 

( II ) produced a certificate from the Head of 
the Depertment of Education testifying 
that he has attended not less than 
80 per cent of lectures and classes 
of the course and that he is fit to appear 
at the examination, 

(m) paid the fee for the course, examination 
and practice teaching to the Registrar. 

5. Every candidate shall be required to 
undergo a course of at least twenty days practice 
teaching under the supervision of a person 
approved by the Head of the Department of 
Education as to his proficiency as a teacher of 
English. This practice teaching may, with the 
approval of the Head of the Department be done 
within one year after the written examination, 
provided that the result of the written examina- 
tion shall not be declared until the candidate has 
completed his period of practical teaching,, and 
the fee for practical teaching shall be paid at the 
commencement of the course and will in no case 
be refunded. 

6. The written examination shall be held on 
a date to be fixed and notified by the Academic 
Council. 

7. The examination will consist of two parts, 
namely : — * 

(i; An oral examination of each individual 
candidate with a view to test pronun- 
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ciation, reading aloud (both of prose 
and poetry) and spoken English. 

(u> A written examination consisting of 
two papers each of two hours' 

duration. The first paper will be on 
English grammar, idiom and written 
composition, and the second paper 
will be on the Theory of Language- 
teaching. 

8. 100 marks shall be allotted to the oral 
examinanion and 100 marks to each of the 
written papers, and 150 shall be awarded for 
practical teaching. In order to pass the examina- 
tion and qualify for the certificate, a candidate 
must obtain not less than 40 p. c. in each part of 
the examination. A mark of distinction shall be 
given to any candidate who obtains not less than 
70 p. c. of the aggregrate marks. 

9. Names of successful candidates shall be 
drawn up in alphabetical order. 

10 The class fee for the course in Practical 
English shall be Rs. 50/-plus Rs. 40/- fee for the 
practice teaching. 

11, The examination fee for the certi- 
ficate in Practical English shall be Rs. 5/- 


PartVHI — Diploma of licentiate 
in Teaching. 

1, The course for the Licentiateship in 
^Teaching shall extend over one academic or 
calendar year. The course consists of two 
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parts — Theoretical and Practical (See Part A 
and Part B below,). 

2. No student shall be admitted to the 
course unless he has passed the Intermediate 
examination in Arts or Science of some approved 
University or Board. 

3 Every candidate shall be required before 
presenting himself for the Licentiateship Exami- 
nation to have 

(a) resided at a Hall or Hostel or under 
the conditions laid down in Ordinance 3 
of Chapter XII of Ordinances for 
the Residence of students for a 
period of not less than 180 days 
during the period of instructions ; 

(b) given under proper supervision a course 
or courses of lessons approved by 
the Head of the Department of 
Education ; and 

(c) obtained a certificate from the Head of 
the Department of Education testifying 
that he is proficient as a teacher and 
a disciplinarian. 

4. Each candidate shall prepare and deliver 
a course or courses of lessons to classes in 
the practising schools under the supervision 
of the staff of the Department of Education. 
The actual number of lessons required m each 
case will be decided by the Head of the 
Department of Education. The courses of 
lessons will be on one or more of the following 
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subjects to be chosen for each candidate by 
the Head of the Department of Education 

(a) English* 

(b) Bengali. 

( c) History. 

( d ) Geography. 

(e) Mathematics. 

(f) Science (Biology). 

(g) Art and Manual work 

(h) Drill and Organisation of games. 

( 1 ) The Primary Curriculum. 

5. The following course for the L.T. diploma 
shall consist of two parts * 

Part A. Theoretical ; comprising: 

( I ) Education in relation to Mental 
Development. 

( II ) School Organisation, Discipline and 
General Principles of Method. 

(in) History of Education. 

(iv) The Content of and Method of teaching 
two or more of the special subjects 
selected by the candidate with the ap* 
proval of the Head of the Department 
of Education from those detailed m 
section 4 above. 

(v) Education in relation to Physical 
Development. 

Part B. Practical — Practical Teaching 

( vide 3b and 4 above ), 

6. Marks of proficiency may be awarded m 
Practical Teaching (vide Sec, 5 Part B above) 
and m any of the subjects mentioned in Sec* 

4 above. Letters will be affixed to the names in 
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the list indicating such marks of proficiency. 
Such-marks will be given only to candidates wha 
obtain not less than 75 p c. of the mirks m the 
subject.

A General Ordinances 

1, Courses of study for the degree of 
Bachelor of Science with Honours shall

2. The degree of D. Sc shall only be 
awarded to candidates who have submitted as a 
thesis work forming a distinct contribution to the 
advancement of learning The degree shall be 
awarded after a report from an Examination 
Committee consisting of at least three examiners 
stating that the thesis deserves the award of the 

degree and after approval of the award by the 
Academic Council, 

3. No persons who has not taken one of the 
qualifying degrees in the University of Dacca 
vill be permitted to submit a thesis for the Degree 
>f D. Sc. unless he has been registered as a 
:andidate for that deg ree and has subsequently 
to registration pursued the researches embodied 
in his thesis in the University of Dacca under 
the supervision of a person or persons appointed 
by the Academic Council for a period of not less 
than two years 

The thesis must comply with the following 
further conditions : — 

(a) The condidate must indicate how far 
the thesis embodies the result of his 
own research or observation and in 
what respect his investigations 
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appear to him to advance the study 
of his subject, 

(6) Work done conjointly with other in- 
vestigators will not ordinarily be 
accepted as a thesis qualifying for 
the degree ; in exceptional cases the 
Academic Council may accept con- 
joint work as a thesis for the degree. 
The candidate is invited to submit 
as subsidiary matter in support of 
his candidature any contribution or 
contributions to the advancement 
of his subject which he may have 
published independently or conjointly. 
In the event of a candidate submit- 
ting conjoint work in support of his 
candidature he will be required to 
state fully his own share in such con- 
joint work Such statement should, 
as far as possible be confirmed by 
the co-author or co-authors.

(d) The Examination Committee for the 
degree of Doctor of Science shall be requested 
to elect their own Chairman, whose function will 
be to obtain a joint report if there be unanimity

4# The degree shall only be awarded by the 
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Executive Council after the publication. of the 
thesis or of an epitome thereof approved by thter# 
examiners, A printed copy of the thesis or of the 
epitome, if accepted, shall be kept in the Univer- 
sity Library.

Tutorial Work 

1 The Heads of Departments shall be res- 
ponsible for tutorial work in their Departments, 
The Provosts shall be responsible for taking 
action on individual students after receiving 
the tutorial records of students from the teachers 

2 The Heads of Departments shall assign 
students reading for Honours and Master's 
degrees to the various members of their Depart- 
ments as special tutors Such special tutors 
shall be responsible for guiding the studies of the 
students as a whole and for giving them advice. 

3. The special tutors shall have access to 
the tutorial records of the students assigned to 
them in all subjects, including subsidiary subjects. 

4. At the end of each term teachers m the 
Faculties of Arts and Science shall send (a) to 
the Head of the Department concerned the 
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registers of attendances and classes held 
(b) to the respective Provosts the tutorial 
records of the students reading for Ordinary 
degrees (c) to the Heads of Departmants the 
tutorial records of M. A. students and of 
Honours students for their Honours as well as 
subsidiary subjects. 

5. The Heads of Departments shall send to 
the Provosts concerned the tutorial records of 
Honours and M. A. students (including the 
records in their subsidiary subjects) after the 
conclusion of their final examination. 

6. The tutorial records of Law students 
shall be sent to the Provosts through the Head 
of the Department at the end of each session 

7 Requirements in regard to tutorial classes 
shall be as follows —

(,i) Honours students in the faculty of Arts 
shall be required to attend 75 per cent of the 
tutorial and practical classes in their Honours 
subjects and 75 per cent in the two subsidiary 
subjects together in order to qualify for promo- 
tion to the next higher class or for admission to 
the relevant examination. 

(u) Pass students shall be required to attend 
at least 75 per Cent of the tutorial classes in all 
the subjects taken together in order to qualify 
for promotion to the next higher class or for 
admission to the relevant examination.

(m) Students reading for the degree of Com- 
merce and for the degree of Master of Arts shall 
be required to attened 75 p. c. of the tutorial 
classes. 
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(iv) Students who submit theses for the M A, 
Examination shall be exempted from attending

(v) Unless a student submits the tutorial 
work assigned to him by the teacher concerned, 
he will not be entitled to be marked present in 
the tutorial class 

(vi) Heads of Departments may arrange for 
special tutorial classes for students who are 
unable to keep the required percentage of attend- 
ance on legitimate grounds 

(vn) Any student who has not fulfilled the 
conditions of tutorial and practical classes as 
laid down above, either (i) shall be detained in 
the class in which he is reading, or ( 11 ) shall not 
be admitted to the examination for which he is 
preparing , in the latter case, he may be allowed 
to appear subject to the provisions of section 1, 
Pt .111 Chapter XXV, at a subsequent exa- 
mination of the same kind after completing 
such attendance at a further course of lectures 
or tutorial or practical classes as may be 
prescribed by the Dean of the Faculty concerned,

CHAPTER XXIX 

Studentships, Scholarships, Stipends, 

Medals and Prizes 

1 * Scholarships and stipends earned during KaguUtiom 
a month will ordinarily be paid to the scholar- 
ship-holders in the following month provided 
they have paid their fees as prescribed in section 
15 of Chapter XXXVII of the Ordinances , and 
provided further that the University scholarships 
and stipends in respect of candidates for B. A., 

B Sc and B Com Examinations for January 
to June and of others for April to June may be 
adjusted against the fees of the holders* The 
excess of scholarships or stipends over fees due 
will be paid as follows — 

(1) Candidates for B. A., B. Sc. 

and B Com. Examinations From the 

middle of March 

(2) Others 2nd week of April 

2. At the end of each month the Provost of 
each Hall or Hostel shall report in respect of all 
students of that Hall holding scholarships or 
stipends whether the students have been absent 
during any part of the month and. in case of 
absence, in respect of what period a deduction, if 
any, is to be made 

♦Deduction of University scholarships and 
stipends will be made for absence from class, 
provided that if the absence is unavoidable the 
Provost concerned may grant leave on full 

♦The leave of Government scholarship holders will be 
governed b> the Government icholarship Rules, 
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scholarship for 15 days of abseize in an 
academic year and at half rate for a further 
period of 15 days in the same academic year. 

3. Unless the Vice-Chancellor in any indivi- 
dual case otherwise direct, holders of scholarships 
to the value of Rs. 25/- per mensem or over or 
any postgraduate scholarship in which the Uni- 
versity is the awarding authonty, shall be resident 
students of the University, provided that this rule 
shall not apply to women scholars. 

4. When a scholarship is given to a student 
to enable him to prepare for a specific examina- 
tion he is expected to complete the course for 
that examination, and in the event of his not do- 
ing so he shall refund the amount received on 
account of the scholarship unless the Vice-Chance- 
llor is satisefied that there are special reasons 
why he was unable to complete the course 

5. Details of the Research Studentships, 
Scholarships and Stipends, Medals and Prizes 
tenable at the University are given below — 

I Research Studentships. 

( 1 ) Five research studentships each of 
the value of Rs 50 a month of which one shall 
be reserved for the Department of Chemistry, 
shall be awarded annually, and shall be tenable 
forgone year m the first instance, but renewable 
for a second year subject to good conduct and 
the receipt of a satisfactory report from the 
Head of the Department cpncerrted on the work 
undertaken by the student. 
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(2) AIL the University research student*- 
ships with the exception of the reserved student*- 
ship for the Department of Chemistry shall be 
available as from the 1st January to the 31st 
December following. 

(3) The holder of research studentships 
shall only be permitted to take up their student- 
ships from the beginning of a month and to 
resign them from the end of a month. 

(4) The holder of a research studentship 
shall be required to give an undertaking that he 
will devote his whole time to research work. He 
will not be permitted to prepare himself for any 
University Examination, other than that for a 
Doctorate, or for any examination for Govern- 
ment service, or to accept any post during the 
period in which he has undertaken to pursue 
research work m this University. 

( 5 ) The holder of a research studentship 
Will also be required to give an undertaking that 
if he vacates it voluntarily before the completion 
of the year for which it was awarded he will, 
if required, refund the emoluments paid to him 

(6) The ftioney saved through the vacating 
of research studentships or return of student- 
ships paid, shall be funded provided that no 
award should be made out of the funded amount 
till it is sufficient for the award of an additional 
research studentship for a period of two years. 

( 7 ) 1 Applications for research studentships 
must contain a full statement of the candidates* 
academic career and must reach the Registrar 
(through the Head of the Department concerned) 
not later than a date to be fixed by the Vice- 
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Chancellor and the award shall be made by the 
Academic Council not later than the 2nd week 
of December. 

(8) Research studentships shall only be 
awarded to candidates who at the time of 
making their applications certify that they are pre- 
pared to reside in one of the Halls of residence 
of the University 

(9) Applications for the extension of re- 
search studentships for a third year or any por- 
tion thereof may be considered provided money 
is available from the unspent balance accumula- 
ting in the Research Studentship Fund 

(10) In awarding research studentships the 
following conditions shall be taken into account * — 

(a) Academic qualifications which shall 
be of a high order. 

(b) Evidence of aptitude for research 
work. 

(c) Resources of the University for enabl- 
ing the candidate to carry on research 
work in the subject submitted — such 
resources to include the possibility of 
effective supervision and laboratory and 
and library facilities etc. 

(d> Other conditions being approximately 
equal, preference shall be given to a 
candidate from a Department, m 
which there has not been any fresh 
award of a research studentship for 
the past three years. 
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fll) The applications for research student- 
ships, together with recommendations from 
the Heads of the Departments, shall first be 
submitted to a Committee appointed by the 
Academic Council for the consideration of 
Post-graduate scholarships, which shall consider 
the qualifications of the various candidates and 
shall make recommendations to the Council for 
the award of such scholar ships as are available 

(12) Whenever voting by the Academic Coun- 
cil is necessary, each member of the Council 
shall nominate as many candidates as there are 
scholars to be elected and the candidates receiv" 
mg the greatest number of votes shall be 
awarded scholarships provided they have recei- 
ved an absolute majority of the votes of the 
members present.

(4) The scholarships under (n) of Rs 40 per 
month shall be awarded one to each group other 
than that in which the student obtaining the 
Kahnarayan scholarship stands, to the students 
obtaining the highest aggregates of marks in 
their honours examination including subsidiary 
subjects marks and who stand first in the first 
class Honours list of their own subject 

(5) The two scholarships under (m) of 
Rs, 30/- per month shall be awarded to the two 
students standing first in the First class Honours 
in their own subjects and who obtain the highest 
a 99*egate of marks in their Honours examination 
including subsidiary subjects marks after the 
elimination of those receiving scholarships under 
(0 and (n) provided that not more than one 
shall be awarded to any one of the groups A, B 
or C unless there are no_ candidates eligible in 
the other groups,

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(6) The seven University scholarships under 
(1 ) (iv) shall be awarded as follows , — 

(i) One to each student who obtains the 
highest percentage of marks excluding 
subsidiary subjects in each subject to 
which a scholarship has not been 
allotted under the previous clauses 
provided that such student either 
obtains first class Honours or second 
class Honours with at least 55 p,c. in 
his Honours subject. Mathematics Arts 
and Mathematics Science shall be 
counted as one subject. 

(n) If after the award of scholarships under 
(6) (i) any schola ships remain undistri- 
buted, such undistributed scholarships 
shall be awarded as follows : — 

If any woman student or students obtains an 
Honours degree, one scholarship shall 
be awarded to the woman student 
obtaining the largest aggregate 
including subsidiary subject marks. 

The balance shall be awarded on the follow 
wing principles - 

(a) They shall only be awarded to students 
who obtain 1st class Honours. 

(b) They shall be distributed equally 
amongst the groups as far as possible, 

(c) Marks obtained in subsidiary subjects 
shall be taken into account. 

(7 V The following candidates shall be eligible 
for the general scholarships under ( 1 - iv) on 
the conditions stated 
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(a) Students who obtained Honours 
within three years (or within two years in the 
case of students admitted to the Second Year 
B A. or B Sc class under section 5 ( 11 ) of 
Chapter XXII) of being admitted to a course of 
study for the particular degree 

(b) Students who take their Honours 
degree within four years (or within three years 
in the case of students admitted to the Second 
year B. A, or B Sc. class under section 5 (n) 
of Chapter XXII) of being admitted to a course 
of study for the particular degree provided that 
for the purpose of award of scholarships 

1. 65 p. c. shall be the minimum for being

3 No student who obtains a second class 
will be considered 

(8) The following general conditions shall 
govern the award of the scholarships included 
under items (1) (i-iv' : — 

( 1 ) They shall be awarded only to Honours 
graduates of Dacca University. 

(a) They shall be awarded by the Academic 
Council on the recommendation of a 
Standing Committee constituted as 
follows . — 

The Vice-chancellor, the Deans of the Facul- 
ties of Arts and Science, the Provosts, and two 
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members of the Academic Council, elected by 
the Academic Council at the first meeting of the 
Council in the session to hold office for one year 
only and not to be re-eligible m the following 
year. 

(9) Holders of University Postgraduate 
Scholarships who wish to appear at competitive 
examinations for Imperial and Provincial services, 
will be permitted to postpone enjoyment of their 
scholarship for a period of one session provided 
they give an undertaking that they will use the 
session for the purpose of preparing themselves 
for such examinations. 

(10) If m any year, it be not possible to 
award all the scholarships, the amount saved 
shall be ciedited to a Post-graduate scholarship 
fund which may be utilised in awarding scholar- 
ships not provided for in these Regulations, 

In the case of non-award of any of the 
scholarships under items (1) (iv), (vi) 6 (ix), the 
privileges associated with them (viz., exemption 
from payment of tuition and examination fees) 
shall also be available at the time of fresh awards 
out of the Post-Graduate scholarship Fund. 

(11) The reserved scholarships included 
under items ( 1 ) (vi-ix ) shall be awarded by the 
Academic Council on the recommendation of the 
above Standing Committee, The Standing Com- 
mittee shall make its recommendations for reserv- 
ed scholarships at the same time as it makes its 
recommendations for the general scholarships. 

U2) Candidates for Post-Graduate scholar- 
ships shall be required to apply to the Registrar 
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on or before a date to be fixed by the Academic 
Council and notified by the Registrar m the 
month of April of each year, All applications 
must be made in the prescribed form to be 
obtained from the Registrar's office on applica- 
tion. 

(13J. The applications of all candidates shall 
be sent by the Registrar to the Heads of the 
Departments concerned and the Heads of the 
Departments shall return them with their recom- 
mendations on dates to be fixed by the Vice- 
Chancellor. The award of the scholarships will 
ordinarily be made before the end of July, 

III Postgraduate Scholarship in Law. 

(J) One Postgraduate Law Scholarship of 
the value of Rs 50/- per mensem, tenable for two 
years, will be awarded by the Academic Council 
on the recommendation of the Dean of the 
Faculty of Law to a student reading for the 
degree of Master of Law subject to the following 
conditions ♦ - 

The scholarship shall ordinarily be awarded 
every alternate year ; provided that on a vacancy 
occurring owing to a scholar forfeiting the 
scholarship under sub-clauses (a) or (b) to clause 
(m) or otherwise, it will be open to the Academic 
Council on the recommendation of the Faculty 
of Law to make a fresh award. 

( 1 ) the holder of the scholarship will be 
allowed to practise in the Law Courts 
.of Dacca and will be exempted from 
compulsory residence m the Hall ; 
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(n) he shall submit to the Registrar a certi- 
ficate of satisfactory progress in study 
from the Professor of Law at the end 
of each term ; and 

(in) he shall give an undertaking to refund 
the amount of the scholarship drawn by 
him. 

(a) if he discontinues his studies before 
the completion of his course, or 

{b) if he fails to satisfy the Dean of the 
Faculty of Law regarding the progress 
in his studies, or 

(c) if he fails to sit for the M.L Examina- 
tion within three years from the Com- 
pletion of the course 

(d) if before the completion of his course, 
he accepts any service or engagement 
which will require residence outside the 
University area, 

IV Law ScHOLAHhHiPs, 

(1) There are three Special Government Law 
Scholarships tenable for 2 years at the University 
of Dacca reserved for Muhammadans and 
members of backward classes in Eastern Bengal. 
The award is made by the Academic Council on 
the recommendation of a committee consisting 
of the Vice-Chanchellor and the three Provosts. 

Applications for these scholarships, in the 
prescribed form shall reach the Registrar by the 
15th August and shall be submitted to the Head 
of the Department of Law for scrutiny and 
report before consideration by the committee. 
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V Senior Undfr Graduate Schodarships 
and Stipends, 

( 1 ) The following Scholarships are awarded 
by the Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education, Dacca and are tenable only m the 
University of Dacca : — 

(i) One special senior scholarship of the 
value of Rs, 15/- a month tenable for 
two years and reserved for boys of 
depressed classes, 

(a) Six special senior scholarships of the 
value of Rs. 10/- each a month tenable 
for 3 years reserved for poor but de- 
serving Muhammadan students. 

(az) Five Scholarships of the value of Rs, 

1 5/- each tenable for 3 years awarded 
on the results of the Islamic Intermedi- 
ate Examination of the Board 
(w) Two senior Jack Muhammadan Settle- 
ment scholarships of the value of Rs, 90/ 
per annum awarded to poor Muhammadan 
students who are bonafide domiciles of 
the territories included in the Presidency 
of Bengal or the Administration of 
Assam* on the results of the Intermedi- 
ate Examination conducted by the Board 
of Intermidiate and Secondary Education, 
Dacca, The holders of these scholar- 
ships are required to reside in the 
Muslim Hall, 

(2) There are also the following scholarships 
and stipends available for students of the 
Muslim Hall in the University of Dacca i — 
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(f) Two stipends of R s. 10/- each per 
mensem awarded by the Board of 
Intermediate and Secondary Education 
on the results of the Islamic Intermidiate 
Examination of the Board on the 
grounds of poverty combined with 
proficiency 

(n) The Fuller Memorial Scholarship, 
awardable every second year of the 
value of Rs. 15/- a month for the first 
two years and Rs, 25/- a month for the 
succeeding two year3, will be awarded 
alternately (1) on the results of the 
Calcutta University Matriculation Ex- 
amination, by the Director of Public 
instruction, Bengal, and (2) on the 
results of the High School Examination 
of the Board of Intermidiate and 
Secondary Education, Dacca by that 
Board. It is tenable in either case for 
the first two years at the Dacca Inter- 
mediate College and for the succeeding 
two years in the Graduate classes of 
the University of Dacca, the holder 
being required to reside in the Muslim 
Hall of the University of Dacca. 

(tu) A second set of the Fuller Memorial 
Scholarship of the value of Rs. 10/- 
a month for the first two years and Rs. 
15/- a month for the subsequent two 
years, will be awarded every second 
year alternately on the results of the 
High School Examination of the Board 
of Intermidiate and Secondary Edu- 
cation, Dacca, and the Calcutta Uni- 
versity Matriculation Examination, other 
conditions of this scholarship remaining 
the same as in (n) above.The First award 
will be made by the Dacca Board in 
1929. 
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(iv) The Nawab Ahsanullah Scholarship 
for Muhammadans, awardable every 
fourth year, of the value of Rs. 10/- 
a month, will be awarded alternately 
on the results of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity Matriculation Examination and 
the High School Examination of the 
Board of Intermediate and Secondary 
Education, Dacca, In the latter case 
the award will be made by the Board 
of Intermidiate and Secondary Educa- 
tion, Dacca and the scholarship will 
be tenable for two years at any Inter- 
mediate College in the Dacca Univer- 
sity area and subsequently for two years 
at the Graduate classes of the University 
of Dacca 

( v ) Four Government stipends of Rs 5/- each 
per mensem tenable for two years are 
reserved for first year students in the 
Faculties of Arts and Science in the 
Muslim Hall 

(vi) Two Sir Ahsanullah Stipends of Rs. 6/- 
each per mensem for Muhammadan 
students are tenable for one year 
(vn) A number of stipends from the proceeds 
of an endowment of Rs. 16,287-13-9 
being an amount collected for the 
purpose of Muhammadan education 
and transferred by the late Nawab Syed 
Nawab All Chaudhury Bahadur 
to the University Account in 1922, 
The annual income from the endow- 
ment is at present about Rs. 969/- 
and is spent m the shape of stipends 
for Muhammadan students, half of it 
exclusively for students in the depart- 
ment of Islamic Studies, and the other 
half for students in other depart* 
ments. 
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(vm) Two entrance scholarships of the value 
of Rs. 25/- each per mensem tenable 
for a maximum period of three years 
shall be awarded on the recommenda- 
tion of the Pro\ost of Muslim Hall, 
the selection being made from amongst 
those students of the Hall who take 
Honours in any subject of the B. Sc, 
course and give an undertaking to 
complete that course , provided that 
if in any year, there is no award of 
either or both of the scholarships to 
students of the Muslim Hall owing 
to the absence of students of sufficient 
merit satisfying the foregoing con- 
ditions, such scholarships may be 
awarded to a student or students of 
the depressed classes who take Honours 
in any subject of the B Sc course 
and give an undertaking to complete 
that course, on the recommendation 
of a Committee consisting of the Vice- 
Chancellor and Provosts of Jagannath 
and Dacca Halls, 

The stipends and scholarships stated in (iv) 
to (vn) above, shall be awarded by the Vice- 
Chancellor on the re-commendation of the 
Provost of the Muslim Hall, 

(ix) Four stipends of Rs 5/- each tenable 
for one year are awarded by the 
Muhammadan Education society on the 
recommendation of the Provost of the 
Muslim Hall, 
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VI. Medals and Phizes. 

(1) The Pope Memorial Gold Medal © of the 
value of Rs. 37/- will be awarded to that student 
of Dacca University who stands highest in 
English Honours at the B, A Examination 

The award is made by the Academic Council 
on the recommendation of the Examiners. 

(2) The Lewis Silver Medalf of the value of 
Rs. 20 will be awarded for the best essay on a 
subject connected with English literature prescri- 
bed by the Vice-Chancellor 

The subject of the essay will be announced 
each year in July and essays submitted by the 
students must reach the Registrar not later than 
the re-opening day of the University after the 
Christmas holidays of the year. 

The competition will be open to all students of 
the University. Essays must be written on one 
side of the paper only and must not exceed two 
thousand five hundred words exclusive of quota- 
tions of texts. The Academic Council will appoint 
two adjudicators for the Medal

(3) The *Brennand Prize is awarded annually 
to the student who shows the highest proficiency 
in Mathematics in the Honours Bachelorship Exa- 
mination of Dacca University , the prize takes the 
form of a gift of books worth Rs 50/~ to enable 
the student to read for the M, A degree in that 
subject in the University, 

The award will be made by the Academic 
Council on the recommendation of the Vice" 
Chancellor 

(4) The Khan Bahadur Momen Prize will be 
awarded annually to a poor and deserving student 
of the University for the purchase of books out of 
the interest of the Government Security of the 
nominal value of Rs 600/- presented to the 
University by the Jessore Settlement Club in 1923. 

The Executive Council shall administer the 
Fund and be the Trustees thereof (Section 20 of 
the Act), 

The prize shall be awarded to a student in 
the Faculty of Arts or the Faculty of Science in 
the First year. 

The prize shall be awarded by the Academic 
Council in March on the recommendation «of the 
Provosts of the Halls m rotation, which shall be 
forwarded to the Registrar not later than 1st

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March. The award shall be made on the recom- 
mendation of the Provost of Muslim Hall in 1924, 
that of lhe Provost of the Dacca Hall 1925, that 
of the Provost of the Jagannath Hall in 1926, 
and so on. 

(5) The Abhoy Chandra Das Memorial Prize 
will be awarded annually to the student who secures 
the highest number of marks amongst the Ho- 
nours Bachelors at the B. A. Examination of the 
year, account being taken only of marks obtained 
in the Honours subject and not of marks obtained 
in the subsidiary subjects. The prize will take 
the form of books to the value of Rs 80/- and 
will be preferably chosen so as to facilitate the 
studies of the student for the M A, degree if he 
intends to read for that degree. 

The prize will be awarded by the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bengal, from the Abhoy Chan- 
dra Das Memorial Fund, on the recommendation 
of the Academic Council, made after consider- 
ation of the report of the Committee constituted 
for the award of the Post-Graduate Scholarships. 

(6) (a) A Prize of books to^the value of Rs. 
75/- shall be awarded to each student who stands 
first in the first class in the following branches 
and in such other branches as may be instituted 
hereafter, at the Final M. A. and M. Sc. Exami- 
nations in each year, provided that if such a 
student obtains not less than 70 per cent of the 
total marks, a gold medal of the value of Rs. 
100/- shall be awarded in place of a prize of 
books : —

Explanation — In awarding the prize, the 
combined results, at both the Examinations, of 
all candidates, who having obtained a First Class 
in the Preliminary Examination in Law under the 
revised Ordinances have passed the Final Exami- 
nation in the First Division, shall be considered 
along with the results of successful candidates, 
if any, eligible under the old Ordinances. 

(c) A prize of books to the value of Rs. 50- 
shall be awarded to each student who stands 
first in the first class in the following branches at 
the B. A. and B, Sc, degree examinations with 
Honours in each year, provided that for the 
purpose of this Regulation the combined results 
of the B. A. and B, Sc. Honours Examinations 
in Mathematics will be taken into account in 
awarding the prize.

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CHAPTER XXX. 

University Library. 

1 . The use of the Library with all its sections 
shall be subject to rules made by the Academic 
Council from time to time. 

Rules for the use ef the General Library. 

2. The General Library shall be open from 
7-30 A. M. to 4-30 P. M. during vacation. It 
shall be wholly closed on Sundays and University 
holidays and during the Annual Inspection. 

No books shall be issued to students for use 
in the Reading Rooms within the last half- 
hour previous to daily closing 

3 The Librarian is empowered to close the 
Genera] Library on any day from 7-30 A M to 
10-30 A. M when he thinks circumstances 
justify it , particulars of every such case must 
be reported to the Library Committee at their 
next meeting 

4. Members of the classes hereinafter men- 
tioned m Rule 10 (i — vi ) may consult books in 
the Reading Rooms intended for them. 

5. Students of the University who have 
obtained the necessary admision card shall be 
entitled to have not more than two books at one 
time for use in the Reading Rooms set apart for 
them, but they shall not be allowed except as 
hereinafter mentioned to take books outside the 
Library premises. 

6. Students who have completed a course of 
/study in the University and are eligible to ap pear 
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at any University or Government competitive 
examination shall be permitted to use the Univer- 
sity Library under the same conditions as those 
applicable to regular students on deposit of a sum 
of Rs. 10 as caution money in each case provi- 
ded that the provost concerned certifies that they 
are resident at Dacca and are preparing for 
University or Government Competitive Examina- 
tions. 

7. Persons other than those previously men- 
tioned desirous of consulting books regularly in 
the General Library for the purpose of study Or 
research shall be admitted thereto on the intro- 
duction of a Dean of the University. Such 
persons shall be required to sign an undertaking 
to conform to the Library Rules, and to deposit 
Rs. 10 as caution money m each case. 

8. Books which are rare or books of reference 
shall not be issued from the Library but they may 
be consulted in the Library under such conditions 
as the Librarian may determine. Costly books 
shall not be issued save with the special permis- 
sion of the Library Committee. 

A list of books falling under this section 
shall be drawn up by the Library Committee after 
report from the Librarian and Heads of Depart- 
ments. 

9. Persons other than members of the 
Executive Council, and officers and members of 
the teaching staff of the University shall not 
have access to the shelves unless accompanied 
by a University teacher or a member of the Lib- 
rary staff, 
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10. Each member of the following classes 
shall have the privilege of taking out books from 
the General Library, subject to the conditions 
and restrictions as laid down below, or as may 
be determined by the Library Committee in 
each case. 

(i) Members of the Executive Council and 
Officers and members of the teaching staff of 
the University — not more than 15 volumes at 
one time, 

(n) Holders of Research scholarships of 
the University — not more than 6 volumes at 
one time 

(in) Persons specially permitted by the 
Vice-Chancellor or the Library Committee — n t 
more than 4 volumes at one time. 

(iv) Persons resident in Dacca and working 
under the supervision of a University teacher 
after taking the M A or M Sc or B L or 
B, T degree, on deposit of Rs 30, - not more 
than 4 volumes at one time 

(v) Registered graduates and members of 
the Court resident in Dacca, on deposit of Rs. 10 
per volume — not more than 2 volumes at 
one time 

(vi) Members of the University other than 
those mentioned above, at the discretion of the 
Librarian — not more than 2 volumes at a time. 

N B. — All deposits are to be paid into 
the Accounts Department of 
the University and will be re- 
funded after reduction of any 
fine or charge outstanding 
against the depositor. 
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11 Heads of Departments in consultatioii 
with the Librarian may remove from the Library 
permanently or for a definite period books and 
maps that may be necessary for constant 
references in connection with the work of 
laboratories or demonstration in classes, such 
Heads being personally responsible for the safe 
cusdody of those books and maps The number 
of books and maps that may be removed at a 
time must not exceed twenty in any case without 
the special permission of the Library Committee. 

12, Heads of Departments shall be allowed 
to countersign the issue of books, the number 
not to exceed five volumes at a time, in order 
that they may be lent to students, such Heads 
of departments being personally responsible for 
those books Such books are returnable within 
a week from the date of issue, 

13 A borrower shall ordinarily be entitled 
to retain a book for 30 days. If at the end of 
this period the book is not required by another 
reader it may be retained by the same borrower 
for a further period of 15 days. 

14 All books must be returned to the 
Library not later than 45 days from the date of 
i^sue, provided that if books become returnable 
on a holiday they may be returned on the date 
when the Library reopens after the holiday. 
Books due for return during a vacation may be 
returned within three days after the expiry of the 
vacation. 

15, Subject to the provisions of section 16 a 
delay fine of three annas per day per volume 
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shall be imposed and reported to the Registrar 
m the case of such borrowers as retain a book or 
a volume of a work beyond the specified time of 
return or recall. 

16 The non-return of a book by any member 
of the teaching staff after the expiry of the due 
period shall be notified to the Head of the 
Department concerned and if the book be not 
forthcoming within three clear days from the 
date of notification the matter shall be reported 
to the Vice-Chancellor who may take such steps 
as he may think necessary in each case 

The non-return of a book by a member of the 
Executive Council other than those included in 
the previous section after the expiry of the due 
period shall be notified to the Vice-Chancellor 
who shall take such action as he may think 
necessary in each case, 

17. The result of any examinee at a Uni- 
versity Examination shall not be published un- 
less he has within three days after the comple- 
tion of his examination either returned all books 
belonging to the University Library which he 
has borrowed or, if any such book has been lost 
or damaged, paid the price demanded by the 
Librarian on account of such loss or damage« 
If the condition be not complied with, the Vice- 
Chancellor shall determine whether the names 
of such examinees shall be published or not. 

18. Persons shall not be allowed to borrow 
books m more than one capacity 
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19. The Librarian may refuse to lend out 
books except to the borrower in person stating 
the reason for such refusal. 

20. Manuscripts shall not be lent out of the 
Library without the special permission of the 
Manuscript Committee, provided that members 
of the teaching staff of the University may 
borrow manuscripts with the permission of the 
President of the Manuscript Committee. 

21. No unbound part of periodicals or books 
not sufficiently protected by binding shall be 
issued from the Library except with the express 
permission of the Librarian He may also refuse 
to lend out books which are constantly required 
by teachers and students in prosecution of 
academic work and research, and text-books of 
which there are not copies sufficient to meet the 
probable requirements in the Reading Rooms of 
the Library, 

22. Each person other than a member of 
the Executive Council, or an officer or member 
of the teaching staff of the University, wishing 
to consult books in the Reading Rooms must 
insert in one of the slips provided for the purpose 
his name and address ( Hall, Registered number 
and Class in case of a student) as well as the 
call number and title of the book required, and 
present the slip to the Issue Assistant in atten- 
dance. He will also deposit his library card 
when the book is issued to him The receipt 
slip shall be cancelled m the presence of the 
borrower and his Library card given back to him 
when the book is returned, 
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N * B . To prevent confusion, books a tt 
required to be returned a few minutes 
before the close of each hour by those 
who are about to leave the Library to 
attend classes, 

23, No person entitled to take out books 
from the Library shall do so without filling up 
and handing to the Issue Assistant m attendance 
his “borrower s card ’ provided for the purpose, 

24, Library cards of all readers other than 
those of the members of the Executive Council 
and Officers and members of the teaching staff of 
the University shall be renewed every session, 

25. Borrowers and readers are advised to ins- 
pect books issued to them at the time of issue and 
to call the attention of the Library Assistant to 
any defects, marginal notes, etc. The borrower 
shall be liable to replace at his own expense any 
books lost or returned to the Library damaged or 
annotated by him If the volume lost or injured 
forms part of a set and cannot be replaced 
without the whole set being replaced the bor- 
rower shall replace the whole set The damaged 
book or set in question shall then become the 
property of the borrower 

26. The Annual Inspection of the General 
Library shall begin from the 24th March (except 
in years when that date falls on a Sunday or 
holiday when it shall begin on the next opening 
day i and continue for eight working days there- 
after, All books on loan irrespective of the date 
of borrowing myst be returned on or before, the 
23rd March. 
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Any person retaining one or more books 
after the commencement of the Annual Inspection 
shall incur a fine of Rupee one per book per day 
until such book or books are returned, provided 
that the maximum fine levied under this rule shall 
be Rupees five, Fines so incurred shall be 
reported to the Reg istrar. 

27. Persons using the Reading Rooms shall 
abstain from smoking and conversation and any 
other form of activity likely to distract or disturb 
others and shall enter and leave the Library 
with as little noise as possible, 

28. The right of any reader to the use of the 
Library may be suspended or kept in abeyance 
by the Library Committee for transgressing 
Library Rules 

Rules for the use of the Departmental 
Libraries. 

29. The foregoing rules shall be applicable 
to Departmental Libraries except in so far as 
they are hereinafter modified. 

30. Rule No, 2 will apply to the Depart- 
mental Libraries with the modification that the 
Science Section shall be open from 10-30 A. M, 
to 4-30 P. M and the Seminar and Poor 
Student’s Sections shall be open from 10-30 
A. M. to 1-45 P. M. instead of as in the case of 
the General Library, from 7-30 A. M. to 4-30 
P, M. 

31. In addition to the classes of persons 
mentioned in Rule 10 (i-vi) students m the 
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Faculty of Science possessing Library cards 
shall be allowed to borrow books from the 
Science Section of the Library, the number of 
valumes not exceeding two for pass students 
and four for Honours and M. Sc. students. 

32. The Seminar Section of the Library 
shall be open only to Honours, M. A, and 
Research students who present a duly signed 
card of permission to use the section, issued by 
the Head of the Department concerned. Not 
more than two volumes shall be issued at a 
time to one borrower from this Section, 

33. Members of the Executive Council and 
Teachers and Officers of the University are 
entitled to use the books inside the Seminar 
but shall not be entitled to take books out for 
use at home except with the written sanction 
of the Head of the Department concerned. 

34. Books borrowed from the Seminar and 
Science Section must be returned not later than 

two weeks from the date of issue, provided that 
teachers in the Faculty of Science may retain 
a book borrowed from the Science Section for 
a period of 45 days. 

35. ( 1 ) The Poor Student's Section shall be 
open for use to all students recommended as com- 
ing within this category by the Provosts concerned. 

( 2 ) Books issued from this section 
must be returned withm two months of the 
date of issue. The loan may be renewed for 
another two months if the borrower so desires 
provided that there has been no demand for the 
books from other students, 
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(3) Not more than two books from this 
section shall be lent to any one student at one 
time. 

36. A delay fine, at the discretion of the 
Librarian, not exceeding one anna per day per 
volume shall be imposed and reported to the 
Chief Accountant in the case of such students 
as retain a book from the Seminar, Science and 
J'oor Students’ Sections beyond the specified 
time of return or recall 

37. The non-return of any book by a student 
after the expiry of the due date shall be reported 
by the Librarian to the Head of the Department 
and the Provost concerned who shall take such 
steps as may be necessary for the recovery 
of the book. Their action shall be reported to 
the Library Committee in case the book remains 
filially unrecovered 

38. The mutilation or scoring of University 
Library books shall be reported by the Librarian 
to the Vice-Chancellor who shall take such action 
as may be necessary in each case. 

39 Breaches of Library discipline other than 
those covered by existing Library Rules, shall 
be dealt with by the Vice'-chancellpr. 

40, The Annual Inspection of £he Depart- 
mental Libraries shall begin on the 5th April 
(except in years when that date falls on a 
Sunday or a holiday when it shall begin on the 
next Qpenmg day) and continue for 3 working 
4ay« hereafter.

41. The borrowing of books from these col- 
lections shall be subject to the Rules regarding 
the borrowing of books from the General 
Library. 

CHAPTER XXXI 

Examinations 

1. The dates of all University Examinations 
shall be fixed by the Executive Council after 
Ouiumnces report from the Academic Council and the date 
of an examination shall ordinarily be announced 
at least six months before the examination takes 
place. 

2 The appointment of examiners for all 
University examinations shall be made by the 
Academic Council, after report from the relevant 
Faculty or Faculties, at least seven months 
before the date of the examination for which then 
services are required and according to a scale ol 
remuneration determined by the Executive Coun- 
cil on the recommendation of the Academic 
Council, 

The appointment of external examiners resid- 
ing outside Bengal and Assam, who will be 
required to come to Dacca in connection with 
the Examinations, shall be reported by the Aca- 
mic Council to the Executive Council. 

3 At least one external examiner shall be 
required to take part in the viva voce and the 
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practical examinations and to attend the meeting 
of the Examination Committee at which the 
results are considered. Such examiners shall, 
m accepting their appointments, agree to come 
to Dacca for a stated period for the purpose. But 
the examination shall not be invalidated by the 
absence of external examiners. 

In the Pass Examination at least one paper 
either theoretical or practical shall be set and 
marked by an external examiner. 

4. If any examiner is unable to accept 
appointment for any cause or is obliged to 
resign his appointment before the examination 
takes place, the Academic Council shall, if neces- 
sary, appoint another examiner to fill the vacancy, 
provided that in cases of urgency the Vice- 
Chancellor may appoint an examiner tq fill the 
vacancy and shall report his action to the Acade- 
mic Council If, during the course of an exa- 
mination, any examiner is for any cause incapa- 
able of acting as such, the Vice-Chancellor shall 
appoint an examiner to fill the vacancy. (Section 
35 (2) of the Act) 

5, As soon as the appointment of examiners 
for any University examination is completed, 
the Academic Council shall constitute the neces- 
sary Examination Committees and appoint Chair- 
men for these Committees. Each Examination 
Committee shall ordinarily consist of three mem- 
bers (and shall m no case exceed four) and shall 
include at least one external examiner. A|1 
members of the Examination Committees shall 
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take part in the respective viva voce Examinations 
for B. A. Honours and M A. Examinations. 

6, There shall be separate Examination 
Committees for 

(a) each candidate for the degree of Doctor ; 

(b) each of the subjects for the examination 
for the degree of Master of Arts, the degree 
of Master of Science (including Preliminary 
M. A. and Preliminary M. Sc ) and each 
Combination of Honours subjects for 
which there are no subsidiary subjects, 

(c) each of the Honours subjects 

(d) each of the subjects taken as subjects for 
the ordinary degrees of B A and B Sc 
or as subsidiary subjects for Honours 
degrees; 

(e) each of the following degrees. 

(1) B A. , (2) B Sc, , (3) B. A. Hono- 
urs and (4) B. Sc Honours ; 

(f) each of the following ; 

(1) M. L , (2) B L. , (3) B Com, (4) 
B. T. and (5) L T 

(g) each candidate for the degree of Master 
of Teaching ; 

(h) University Test in English Composition; 

( i ) Certificate Examination m Practical Eng- 
lish. 

The same Committee may serve for one or 
more of the above. 

7. The functions of Examination Committees 
under clauses (a), <b), (c), (d), (f), (g), (h). and 
(i) of Section 6 shall be as enumerated in section 
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10 of this Chapter. Examination Committees un- 
der clauses (a) and (gj shall report to the Execu- 
tive Council through the Academic Council 
Examination Committees under clauses (b), (f), 
(h) and ( 1 ) shall report direct to the Executive 
Council. Examination Committes under clauses 
(c) and (d) shall report results of the Examina- 
tions to the relevant Committee under clause (e) 

8. The Examination results in respect of the 
two pass subjects for the ordinary B A, degree, 
prescribed under Ordinance 12, Part IV, Chapter 
XXV, for graduates in Commerce who take them 
in order to qualify for entry to the M A. Exam- 
ination in Economics, shall be considered by the 
Examination Committees for the subjects in ques- 
tion for the Ordinary degree 

9 Each Examination Committee under 
section 6 {e) shall consist of - 

(a) Chairman . The Vice-Chancellor or in 
his absence the Dean of the Faculty 
concerned ; 

(b) Two representatives from each of the 
Examination Committees whose results 
they are considering. 

The functions of the Examination Committee 
under (e) shall be to receive the reports of the 
Examination Committees under (c) and (d) and 
after consideration and such adjustment thereof 
as they might think necessary, to dtaw up a list 
of successful candidates and to * report to the 
Executive Council. 

The Examination Committees under section 
6 (e) shall not adjust the marks in any individual 
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subject save on the recommendation or with the 
consent of the Chairman of the relevant Examina- 
tion Committee under (c) or (d) of seetion 6* 

10, The functions of the Examination Com- 
mittees under clauses (a), (b), (c), (d), (f), (g). 
(h) and (t) of section 6 above shall be . — 

(1) to decide by which examiners the papers 
within the purview of the Committee 
should be set ; 

(2) to moderate the papers ; 

(3) to assign the scripts to the examiners for 
marking ; 

(4) to decide on the standard of marking, 

(5) to decide which examiners should take 
part in the practical examinations ; 

(6, to conduct viva voce examination. 

(7) to prepare the results of the examination, 

11, (a) The Examination Committee under 
clause (d) of section 6, in preparing the results 
to be submitted to the Degree Examination Com- 
mittee, may make adjustments, after taking the 
tutorial records in the subject into consideration, 
of not more than 2 p. c. of the total marks obtain- 
able in the subject If the Chairman of the 
Examination Committee has reason to think that 
the scripts of any paper have not been properly 
examined, he may with the previous approval of 
the Vice-Chancellor, arrange for the re-examina- 
tion of all the scripts in that paper but in no 
circumstances shall individual scripts be re- 
examined. 
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(b) The Examination Committees under 
clauses (e) and (f ) of section 6. shall be empower- 
ed if they consider it desirable after consulting 
the record of a candidate's work (including 
tutorial or practical work) throughout his course 
of studies, to adjust the marks of such a 
candidate. 

(c) The Examination Committees under 
clauses (b) and (c) of section 6, may. if they so 
desire, after considering the tutorial records in the 
Faculty of Arts and in M, Sc, Mathematics and 
as a result of the viva voce examination, if any, 
adjust the aggregate marks obtained by a candid- 
ate either by increasing or decreasing the total 
by an amount not exceeding 16 marks. 

12. All question papers shall be sent to the 
Chairman of the appropriate Examination Com- 
mittee in sealed covers and ordinarily by a date, 
to be fixed by the Academic Council, not less 
than six months before the date of the examina- 
tion The Chairmen of the appropriate Examina- 
tion Committees shall present the papers to their 
respective Committees for consideration. They 
shall forward the question papers in the form 
approved by the various Committees to the 
Registrar for printing, not less than five months 
before the dates of the respective examinations. 
No copy of any question paper shall be retained 
by the person setting it, or by any member of the 
Examination Committee. 

Provided that in the case of courses for 
the B. T, and L. T. , the question paper shall 
be submitted not less than four months before 
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the date of the Examination and that in the case 
of courses of less than one year's duration the 
paper shall be submitted on a date to be fixed by 
the Registrar, in consultation with the Chairmen 
of the respective Examination Commitees 

13. No question shall be asked at any Univer- 
sity examination which may require an expr* 
ession of religious belief on the part of the 
candidates and no answer or translation given 
by any candidate shall be objected to on the 
ground of its expressing peculiarities of religious 
belief. 

14 Each script at the M. A, M, Sc, 
Preliminary M. Sc, M L. , L. T. , B. T, 
B, A. Honours and B, Sc Honours Examina- 
tions shall be independently examined by two 
examiners, neither of whom shall be aware, at 
the time of marking, of the marks assigned by 
the other examiner. 

In cases where the marks given by the 
two examiners respectively differ, the Exam- 
ination Committee shall make the final adjustment 
of marks and the Chairman of the Examination 
Committee shall be empowered to send the paper 
for re-examination in such manner as he may 
think necessary. 

Note, If a paper is re-examined under this Ordi- 
nance by one of the orig inal examiners, 
he shall be entitled to the usual fee for 
re-examination, but if such a script Is 
referred to another examiner he shall be 
entitled to the full fee for the marking 
of the script/ 
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Each paper in the Honours, M, A., ML 
Sc,, M. L., B, T, and L, T, Examinations, 
shall, as far as possible, be examined 
by at least one external examiner. 

15. The results of the examination and the 
marks assigned to candidates shall be kept stri- 
ctly confidential 

16. Tutorial records shall be taken into 
account ; first, in all cases when examiners are 
in doubt as to the class in which a candidate 
should be placed in an examination in which 
successful candidates are arranged in classes, 
and secondly, in all cases when examiners are 
in doubt as to whether a candidate should 
pass or fail. 

In the Faculty of Arts, the following tutorial 
records only shall be taken into account . — 

(a) When any candidate is appearing at 
a University Examination for the first 
time records of his tutorial work un- 
dertaken while pursuing the regular 
course of instruction for this exa- 
mination. 

(b) When any candidate who has failed 
at his first University Examination is 
appearing at a subsequent University 
Examination records of any regular 
tutorial instruction undertaken by him 
under the supervision of the Univer- 
sity in the interval between the two 
examinations. 

17. Candidates at University Examinations 
are not permitted to make any communication 
to examiners in regard to the subject of exami- 
nation Any such communication in regard to 
the examination which candidates may desire 
to make must be made to the Registrar. 

18. The answer books of candidates at Univer- 
sity examinations will not be re-examined on 
their merits but the scripts of candidates for 
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the Ordinary degrees of Bachelor of Arts, Sci- 
ence, Law and Commerce may be scrutinised 
for the verification of the correctness of the 
total marks recorded ; such scrutiny will be 
made on receiving a formal application for the 
purpose together with the prescribed fee and 
a certificate from the Provost of the Hall to 
which the student belongs stating that he is 
convinced that there are strong and sufficient 
grounds for such scrutiny. No application for 
scrutiny will be accepted unless it reaches the 
office of the Registrar within one month of the 
date of the publication of the examination re- 
sults in question. 

19. All unsuccessful candidates at a Uni- 
versity examination who appear at any subse- 
quent examination of the same kind shall be 
examined according to the syllabuses in force 
in the session in which they present themselves 
for such subsequent examination. 

20. Candidates at the Honours B A. and 
Final M. A. Examinations in Sanskrit shall be 
required to use the Devanagri script or Roman 
transliteration in those portions of their answers 
which are written in Sanskrit but candidates 
at the Honours B. A. and Final M. A, Exami- 
nations in Bengali shall be required to employ 
Roman transliteration in writing Bengali or 
Sanskrit words. 

21. The Preliminary M. A. Examination 
in Mathematics shall be held in accordance with 
the Ordinances for the Preliminary M, Sc, Exa- 
mination in the same subject. 
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CHAPTER XXXII 

University Test in English Composition. 

1. There shall be a Test in English Compo- 
sition ( hereafter called the Test ) for all students 
reading for the B. A. ( Ordinary and Honours ) 
and B. Com. degrees to be held once every session 
on a date, not earlier than the last week of 
March, fixed by the Academic Council. 

2. The Test may include : — 

(a) a short essay of a narrative or descrip- 
tive character, 

(b) letter writing, 

(c) correction of common errors in Eng- 
lish, 

(d) questions on prose passages on subjects 
of general interest. 

Poetry and Prosody shall be excluded 
and no knowledge of English Literature or Formal 
Grammar shall be required 

3. Training in Practical English shall be 
provided for B. A. ( Ordinary and Honours ), 
B. Com, and B. Sc. students from the beginning 
of the session till the end of March, or till the 
date of the Examination whichever isiearlier. Stud., 
ents shall be required to attend tutorial classes 
and their attendance shall be governed by the 
Ordinances referring to tutorial work, 

4. All students reading for the B* A. and 
B. Com degrees shall, unless otherwise exemp- 
ted by the Provost, appear at the Test not later 
than the end of their First Year course. No 
student shall be declared to have passed the 
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Ordinance*

examination for the B, A. or B. Com. degree 
until he passes the Test. 

5. Students reading for the B. Sc. degree 
( Pass and Honours ) shall not be required to 
pass the Test, but before they are permitted 
to take the Degree Examination, they shall be 
required to produce a certificate from the Head 
of the Department of English to the effect that 
their attendance at the classes provided for them 
for instruction in Practical English and their 
work with their tutor in Practical English have 
been satisfactory Such certificate shall be for- 
warded to the Dean of the Faculty of Science 
by the Head of the Department of English at 
the end of the students — , First Year B Sc course, 
In the case of the students whose progress has 
not been satisfactory, the Head of the Depart- 
ment of English shall repoit to the Dean of the 
Faculty of Science what further work is required 
of them before they can be permitted to appear 
at the B, Sc. degree Examination 


CHAPTER XXXIII 

Issue of Oektificates, Diploma,®. Male sheets 
and Changes of Names 

1. The grant of Leaving Certificate and 
Diplomas shall be governed by regulations made 
by the Executive Council. 

2. Leaving Certificates and Diplomas shall 
issue in such forms * as may be decided upon by 
the Executive Council from time to time, after 
report from the Academic Council. 


* For text of form vide Appendix F. 
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3. An application for a Leaving Certificate 
must be endorsed by the guardian of the student 
concerned. 

4. A fee equivalent to one month s class fee 
shall be charged for the issue of Leaving Certi- 
ficates except at the end of the course. Applicants 
for such certificates except at the end of the 
course must state the reason foi making their 
application. 

5 Leaving Certificates shall not be granted 
between the end of the first term and the end of 
the session except for sufficient reasons, to be 
approved by the Academic Council in each 
case. 

6 Students taking transfer certificates dur- 
ing a session shall be required to pay their fees 
up to the end of the session unless the Vice- 
Chancellor in any individual case otherwise 
direct. 

7 Successful candidates at any degree 
examination shall be entitled to receive a Provi- 
sional Certificate immediately after the publica- 
tion of the pass list, on application to the Regis 
trar and on payment of a fee of Rs. 5/-. Gra- 
duates will ordinarily be required to surrender 
such Provisional Certificates in exchange for 
their University Diplomas. 

8. A fee of Rs. 6 shall be paid for the deli- 
very of University Diplomas to graduates who 
do not attend a Convocation of the Univer- 
sity for the purpose of receiving such a 
Diploma. , 
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The University Certificate for the Licentiate- 
ship in Teaching shall be given to successful 
candidates, on payment of a fee of Rs, 4/-. 

9. Duplicates of University Diplomas and 
Certificates (including Provisional Certificates) 
will only be issued* in exceptional circumstances 
on applications from the Provosts on behalf of 
the students concerned and such duplicates shall 
be sent to the Provosts for disposal. 

A fee of Rs. 5/- shall be charged for a dupli- 
cate of a University Diploma or Certificate or 
Provisional Certificate or L. T. Certificate. 
Each such Diploma or Certificate shall be stam- 
ped as a duplicate with the date of issue and 
the University Seal. 

10. Candidates will be supplied with a de- 
tailed statement of the marks obtained by them 
in each paper in each subject on payment of a 
fee of Rs. 4/- and with a statement of the total 
marks obtained by them in each subject on pay- 
ment of Rs. 2/-, 

11. A statement will be supplied to each 
student who has failed in an examination, show- 
ing the subject or subjects in which he has failed, 
free of charge, provided that he applies to the 
University within six weeks after the publica- 
tion of the results and encloses with his appli- 
cation a stamped and addressed envelope. 

12 Successful candidates at the Preliminary 
Law Examination, Preliminary M. A. and M. Sc, 
Examinations, the University Test Examination 
in English Composition and t]^ Examination for 
the Teachers' Certificate in%$ractical English, 
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shall be granted the relevant certificates, free 
of charge, under the signature of the Registrar 

13, Students reading for the B Sc. degree, 
who have fulfilled the conditions laid down in 
section 5, Chapter XXXII of the Ordinances 
and Regulations, shall be granted, free of charge 
the necessary certificate signed by the Head of 
the Department of English. 

14, The name of a student shall be changed 
in University records on production of an affidavit 
certifying that he has changed his name and on 
payment of a fee of Rs 25/-, provided that no 
affidavit shall be required and no fee shall be 
charged from women students when such change 
takes place by reason of marriage, 

15, The name of a student may be corrected 
in the University records in accordance with 
the certificate or diploma of the examination 
which he passed for qualifying himself for ad- 
mission to this University, on production of the 
certificate or diploma in original and on pay- 
ment of a fee of Rs, 5/-,

3 All offers of endowments shall be made

CHAPTER XXXVI 

University Accounts 

1, The income of the University shall be 
divided under two heads viz , — 

(a) Government Grant, 

(b) Non-Government Sources, 

2 The administration of the funds of the 
University from all sources shall be vested in the 
Executive Council (section 20 of Act XVIII of 
1920), 

3, The Executive Council shall appoint from 
among its own members a Finance Committee to 
advise it on matters of finance (section 20 of Act) 
This Committee shall consist of seven members,

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including ex-officio the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Treasurer who shall be Chairman and Convener, 
It shall also include at least one member elected 
to the Executive Council by the Court, Three 
members shall from a quorum. 

4. By a date to be fixed by the Executive 
Council the Finance Committee shall prepare m 
the prescribed form a budget estimate of the pro- 
bable income and expenditure and submit it to the 
Executive Council for approval. 

5. The budget estimate shall set forth the 
estimated receipts and expenditure and opening 
and closing balances. 

6. The budget estimate shall be accompanied 
by necessary explanatory schedules. 

7. If at any time during the year the Execu- 
tive Council has reason to believe that the budget 
under any head is likely to be exceeded and that 
the excess cannot be met by reduction under some 
other head, a supplementary budget estimate shall 
be prepared with the least possible delay and sub- 
mitted to Government. 

8. If the Executive Council has reason to 
suppose that the receipts under any head are 
likely to fall materially short of the budget esti- 
mate, a revised budget estimate shall be prepared 
with the least possible delay and submitted as 
above to Government. 

9. Except as otherwise directed by the Exe- 
cutive Council salaries shall be payable on the 
first day of the months following that for which 
the salary is .due, but the salary for the month 
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of June shall be payable on the last workmg 
day of that month* 

10. Income tax, subscription to Provident 
Fund, house rent and other dues to the Univer- 
sity shall be deducted from the salaries of offi- 
cers and teachers before payment is made to 
them. 

1 1 . Payment for salaries shall ordinarily be 
by cheque. 

12. With every payment of salary shall be 
furnished a slip showing the amount of salary 
due and the amount of deduction under differ- 
ent heads 

13. Save with the special sanction of the 
Vice-Chancellor, no claim by an officer or tea- 
cher for money due to him from the University 
shall be valid unless made within six months of 
the date at which the payment fell due* 

14. Recovery of salary or other money paid 
in excess by the University to ap officer, teacher 
or other employee shall be made if discovered 
within two years succeeding the date of pay- 
ment irrespective of whether any recovery has 
been made within that period or not, provided 
that if it appears that the officer, teacher or 
other employee was aware at the time of pay- 
ment that he w^s receiving more than was due 
to him, recovery may be made any pme. 

15. The Treasurer shall be responsible for 
the presentation to the Executive Council of the 
annual estimates and statements of accounts 
and for seeing that all monies are expended on

the object for which they were granted or 
allotted. 

16. The Provosts, the Heads of the Depart- 
ments of Physics, Chemistry and Philosophy 
and the Librarian shall be severally granted con- 
solidated annual allotments and shall maintain 
an account register of all the expenditure in- 
curred by them. 

17, For the purpose of calculating travelling 
allowance, persons travelling on the business

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CHAPTER XXXIX. 

The Provident Fund. 

1. No final withdrawal from the Provident 
Fund will be allowed until a subscriber quits 
the service or dies ; but when the pecuniary 
circumstances of a subscriber is such that the 
indulgence is absolutely necessary, a temporary 
advance may be allowed from the sum at his 
credit, not exceeding in any case the amount 
subscribed by him together with interest accrued 
thereon, at the discretion of the sanctioning 
authority, who shall be 

(a) in cases of all advances not exceeding 
Rs, 1000/- the Vice-Chancellor and 
the Treasurer ; and 

(b) in cases of all advances exceeding 
Rs. 1000/- the Executive Council. 

Provided that all house-building advances as 
defined under Section 4 (a) shall be made on the 
recommendation of a committee consisting of 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Treasurer and the Dean 
of the Faculty of Law. 

2. Only the following shall ordinarily be 
recognised as legitimate occasions for advance: — 

(a) Expenses in connection with the illness 
of a subscriber or a member of his 
family, vu. , his parents, wife, children, 
and brothers and sisters entirely 
dependent on him ;

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(b) Expenses in connection with marriage, 
funerals or ceremonies which by religion 
of the subscriber it is incumbent upon 
him to perform and in connection with 
which it is obligatory that expenditure 
should be incurred. 

(c) Expenses of passage or passages of 
any member or members of a subscriber’s 
family as defined in clause (a) above 
making a journey to join the subscriber 
from a distance more than 500 miles 
and, in the case of the subscriber 
himself, joining his post from a similar 
distance ; and 

(d) Expenses in connection with the building 
of a house as defined in clause ( a) of 
Section 4 below. 

3. Advances made under clauses (a,J, (b) 
and (c) of Section 2 shall be multiples of 24 and 
subject to the following rules : — 

Advances will be recovered in not more than 
24 successive monthly instalments. A subscriber 
may. however, at his option make repayment in 
less than 24 instalments or repay two or more 
instalments at the same time, Recovery will 
commence from the first payment of the full 
month’s salary after the advance is made, but 
no recovery will be made from an officer while he 
is on leave otherwise than leave on full pay. 
The instalments will be paid by compulsory 
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deduction from salary and will be m addition to 
the usual subscription. 

4. Advances under clause (d) of Sec. 2 shall 
be subject to the following rules : — 

(a) House-building shall include the 
purchase of an existing dwelling house, 
the construction of a new dwelling 
house, including the cost of a site, 
addition to an existing structure and 
extensive structural alteration, involving 
heavy outlay, to an already existing 
dwelling house, the subscriber being 
required in each such case to prove 
exclusive title in the property, but shall 
exclude petty repairs, the building or 
provision of a second house. 

It shall be understood that the purpose 
of any such subscriber in applying for 
a loan shall be either (a) the provision 
for himself or for his family of a 
present residence, or (b) the provision 
of a residence for the use of himself or 
his family immediately after retirement 
from the service of the University. 

(b) No advance made at any one time 
shall exceed either twelve months’ 
salary of the subscriber or the amount 
subscribed by him together with interest 
accrued thereon whichever amount is 
less, but the authority as defined under 
Sec. 1 may sanction a sum less than 
that Applied for if it be convinced that 
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a smaller amount should be given either 
in the interest of the beneficiaries of 
the Provident Fund or because the 
sum applied for is in excess of legitimate 
needs or out of proportion to the 
nature of the right possessed by the 
subscriber in the land on which he 
proposes to build or effect improvement. 
All advances shall be multiples of 36. 

(c) A subscriber applying for an advance 
shall have to prove clear title in respect 
of the land which he proposes to buy 
on which he proposes to build or 
otherwise effect improvement as 
contemplated under clause (a) above 
and shall also specify the nature of the 
right he possesses or will possess 
therein. 

(d) The payment of an advance may be 
made either in quarterly instalments 
or as a whole according to the require- 
ments of the case. Any sum not utilised 
for the purpose of the advance shall 
be refunded and the University may 
stop the payment of quarterly instal- 
ments if it be proved that the sums 
advanced are not being used for the 
purpose for which they were taken. 
A statement certifying that the amounts 
taken have been properly disbursed 
shall be furnished in respect of all 
advances under Sec. 2(d). 
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(e) In the event of the property in respect 
of which the advance has been made 
being sold or otherwise alienated the 
University will be entitled to demand 
immediate refund of the unrepaid balance 
of the advance together with interest ; 
and the Executive Council may, on the 
report of the Committee appointed under 
section 1 * order the recovery of the said 
amount in such manner as it may 
determine out of the salary of the 
employee or otherwise. The Executive 
Council may take similar measures in 
respect of any amount ordered to be 
refunded under clause (d). 

( f) Advances shall be recovered by de- 
duction of successive monthly ins- 
talments, equal to one-thirtysixth part 
of the total advance, from the salary 
bill of the subscriber taking the ad- 
vance. The University may, how- 
ever, permit recovery to be made in a 
smaller number of the instalments if 
the subscriber taking the advance so 
desires and the subscriber may also 
at his option repay two or more ins- 
talments at the same time. When 
payment under clause (d) above is 
made in quarterly instalments the re- 
covery will be made by monthly deduc- 
tion of one-thirtysixth part of the 
entire sum sanctioned and not of the 
sum advanced in part payment. De- 
duction will begin from the salary bill 
of th? month following that m which 
payment of the whole advance was 
made or the payment of the quarterly 
instalments began. The deduction of 
an instalment will be in addition to 
the , usual subscription. 
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Provided that m the case of a subscriber 
on leave without full or average pay 
and m the case of a subscriber whose 
period of engagement is likely to 
terminate before the entire amount with 
interest accruing thereon under section 
5 below can be recovered according 
to the procedure laid down in clause 
(f) above and section 5 below, the 
Executive Council shall, at the time 
of sanctioning the leave or the 
advance, as the case may be, determine 
how the recovery of the advance or 
any portion thereof outstanding toge- 
ther with interest due under section 5 
shall be made. 

5. A subscriber shall pay simple interest to 
his account in the Provident Fund on account 
of advance made to him calculated according to 
the rate prescribed in Statute 20 (-4), The inter- 
est due as foresaid shall be deducted together 
with the usual subscription, in not more than 
three monthly instalments from the salary bill of 
the subscriber beg inning with the month follow- 
ing that in which the whole of the advance has 
been repaid. ' 

6. No subscriber may receive a second ad- 
vance from thi Provident Fund until an interval 
of six months has elapsed after a previous ad- 
vance has been completely recovered m accor- 
dance with the procedure provided therefor, 
except in cases of special urgency and upon the 
recommendation of the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Treasurer.
